INTRODUCTION TO GENDER STUDIES 


WHAT IS GENDER STUDIES? 


Think of the activities that take place in an average household during the course of a day. 
Food is cooked, cleaning-sweeping, mopping, and dusting — is dene Groceries and other 
household items are purchased, Clothes are washed, dried, ironed. Sometimes, household repairs 
are carried out, Garbage is discarded, Also, the people who live in the house need to be looked 
after, Sometimes, they may have special needs; for example, babies need constant supervision. 

These are some of the things that are re 


quired to be done to keep homes (unctioning. These 
activities lake a lot of time, 


and many are to be done on daily basis, The people who do them 
expend a lot of energy and may be exhausted when they are finished. Most of the time, women 
perform these tasks. Put together, these tasks are called housework. Given this name, it may be 
surprising to learn that housework is not considered to be work in economic or social terms. It is 
seen as a set of tasks that is naturally performed by the women of a household. It is not, for 
example, calculated as part of the country’s Gross Domestic Product (the sum of all goods and 
services produced in a country in a given period). This is in spite of the fact that if the women of 
Ihe house are unable or unwilling to do these tasks, other people will do them - but only if they 
are paid to for that. 

Housework is not the only area in which women’s 
work is not recognized as work. We would generally see 
women rushing about the city, obviously very busy, But 
according to the prevalent statistics, only a tiny fraction of 
women are in the workforce. The question thal is to be 
raised, then, is ‘why is the economic contribution of so many 
women seen as trivial?’

Sometimes, there is an overlap ín men and women's clothing. Fot example, both men and 
women may wear denim jeans. But even here, i! can be noted that there are differences - in culs; 
i.e. in how the jeans fits Ihe wearer (tight or loose), in colours and embellishments (embroidery, 
sequins, crystals etc.). Thus, even in common items of clothing, there are differences. Clothing is 
gendered. It differs for both genders, and in doing so; it allows determining whether the wearer 
is male or female. Sometimes men and women do wear clothing that is absolutely identical. For 
example, a school uniform may also consist of a tie that both girls and boys have lo wear. 


Importance of Gender Studies 


Gender studies allows people in different social environments to solve gender-relaled conilicts 
by providing a common understanding regarding gender identity and relationships. Il studies how 
men and women are the same and ways in which they differ. Gender studies enables an 
understanding of each gender's needs and the unique contribu lións each gender makes lo sociely. 


Much gender-related abuse, discrimination and maltreatment has occurred throughout the 
course of history due to a lack of knowledge. Women have been kept from participation in 
politics and in the workforce. Historically, even when women were permitted employment, they 
received lower wages than their male counterparts for doing the same type of work. Women 
were prohibited from keeping property. In some cases, women were considered property, subject 
to abuse and even death without legal repercussions for (he aggressor. 

Gender studies examines the causes of these injustices and looks for real-world solutions 
and means of prevention. It promotes awareness on (he value of all people, regardless of sex: 
Gender studies examines all spheres of life, including the home and family, workplace, religious 
institutions, education, government and the media. Gender studies research also investigates the 
nature. of gender, and thereby helps society and individuals establish healthy gender-related 
expectations and models of identity. À 

Gender is a fundamental aspect of personal and social identity and a biological, 
psychological and cultural category of paramount importance for people everywhere. In 
addition, gender is often a criterion for social stratification and different political treatment, 2s 
well as a favoured symbol for expressing values and beliefs.

Sometimes, it is hard to understand exactly what is meant by the term ‘gender’ and how it 
differs from the closely-reiated term ‘sex’. 

Understanding of the social construction of gender starts with explaining the two concepts, 
ie., gender and sex. Often these two terms are used interchangeably; however, they bear different 
meanings as concepts. “Sex” refers to the biological and physiological ‘characteristics that define 


men and women. It is defined as the anatomical and physiological characteristics that signify the 
biological maleness and femaleness of an individual. 


"Gender" refers to the socially constructed roles, behaviours, activities, and attributes thata 
given society considers appropriate for men and wonteh. Gender emphasizes that masculinity 
and femininity are products of social, cultural and psychological factors and are acquired by an 
individual in the process of becoming a man or à woman. ‘Gender’ is the term widely used to 
refer to those ways in which a culture reformulated what begins as a fact of nature. The biological 


sexes are redefined, represented, valued andchannelled into different roles in various culturally 
dependent ways. 


Sex as defined earlier is the concept that emerges from anatomical and physiological 
characteristics that differentiate males and females biologically whereas gender can be seen as å 
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socjal construct manifested by masculine and feminine roles prevalent in a culture or a society. 
Thus, gender can be seen as an artefact of social, cultural. and psychological factors which are 
attained during the process of socialization of an individslal. What is the significance of the 
concept ‘gender’? In talking about the social and tullüral construction of masculinity and 
femininity, gender allows us to see these dimensians 0f human roles and personalities as based 
not on nature but on social factors. It then allowsJus to address issues like subordination and 
discrimination as issues where change is Possible. Therefore, the meaning of sex and gender, 
femininity and masculinity fluctuate within societies and cultures across the globe.

For example, 
there is the folk concept of autonomy, which usually operates as an inchoate desire for freedom 
in some area of one's life, and which may or may not be connected with the agent's idea of the 
moral good. This folk concept of aulonomy blurs the distinctions that philosophers draw among 
personal autonomy, moral aulonomy, and political autonomy; Moral autonomy, usually traced 
back to Kant, is the capacity to deliberale and lo give oneself the moral law, rather than merely 
heeding the injunctions of others. Personal autonomy is the capacity to decide for oneself and 
pursue a course of action in one's life, oflen regardless of any parlicular moral content (Political 
autonomy is the property of having one's decisions respected, honoured, and heeded within a 
political context) It has the most important and key role in genders as well.

e How will gender norms affect the achievement of sustainable project results? 

* How will the proposed project results affect the relative status of men and boys, women 
and girls and sexual and gender minorities (including possible unintentional positive 
and negative outcomes)? 

Gender analyses can and should take place at every stage of the project and research cycle. 

Al some stages (especially in project design), a formal gender analysis is needed. Sources of data 
for formal gender analysis include: 
published research studies and other existing quantitative and qualitative data about 
gender norms in the project context 

e gender-related policies in the project area 

* primary data on gender norms and practices related to the project or study focus (for 
s example, data obtained through focus groups and key informant interviews) 

To understand gender relations better, both formal and informal gender analyses should be 


systematically organized by exploring gender norms, inequalities and relations within specific 
aspects of social and cultural relations in a given context.

It encompasses not just 
women: addressing gender(‘iasues’ is acknowledging and understanding the bias, experiences, 
challenges and perspentives)as affecting - and effected by - men, women, boys and girls. Gender 
mainstreaming aim& o address the disparities between males and females, and to challenge those 
normative political] social and cultural structures that create inequality and ignore gender bias. 
According to a European Commission definition, gender mainstreaming “is the integration of the 
gender perspective into every stage of policy processes — design, implementation, monitoring 
and evaluation — with a view to promoting equality between women and men. It means assessing 


haw policies impact on the life and position of both women and men — and taking responsibility 
to réaddress them if necessary." 


Although this definition concentrates on equality as the ultimate goal, at the contextual and 
operational level, gender mainstreaming must involve greater intricacies and awareness of 
differences and what a perspective actually is, 


Why does ‘gender’ sometimes seem confined to ‘women’s issues’? Because females make 
up half of the population, vet are often excluded ffom processes and they are invariably the 
hardest hit by situations and consequences of war and conflict that EU missions seek to address. 
Furthermore, as women are often those most responsible for supporting day-to-day life in many 
developing states (particularly those most affected by conflict), violence against women is used as 
a weapon of conflict to disrupt society. To address this problem, therefore, most attention in the 
gender framework needs to concentrate on redressing this imbalance i.e. back towards women?

WHAT IS QUEER THEORY? 
Origin, History and Explanation 


The word "queer" in. queer hery has 
some of these connotations, parfícubirly its 
alignment with ideas. about Jonisexcuality. 
Queer theory is à brand-new hránch of study 
or theoretical speculatióni has only been 
named as an area since about 1991. IU grew 
out of gay/lesbian studlps, a discipline which 
itsell is very new/'exisling ín any kind of 
organized form-dnly since about the mid-1980s. Gay/lesbian studies, in turn, grew out of 
feminist studies and feminist theory. Gay/lesbian studies, as a political form of academics, also 
challenges the nollon of normative sexüalilies. Research suggests once you set up à calegory 
labelled /narmal;" you automatically set up its opposite, à category labelled "deviant" and the 
specific cis or identities which fill those categories then get linked to other forms of social 
practices and methods of social cantrol, When you do something your culliire labels deviant, you 
arediable to be punished for it: by being arrested, by being shamed, made to feul dirty, by losing 
your jub, your license, your loved ones, your self-respect, your health insurance. 

Gender and sexual preference are often assimed to be fixed and unchanging things. This is 
à paradigm that feminists and homosexual writers have taken as an unchallenged assumption as 
they seek to shift and establish fixed positions within the sexual spectra. 


Queer Theory challenges this assumption, reframing sexuality as being socially constructed 
and hence varying with context. Itis anti-essentialist in rejecting gender as being in a person's 
unchanging essence, Thas a person In à gay club may act and feel a Jot more homosexual than 
when they are out with work friends. Even at the biological level; there isnot a strict male-female 
divide, for example with various combinations of X and Y chromosomes and varying genetic 
influences. The construction of Identity is influenced by a wide number of factors, from Lacan's 
notion of language and symbolic codes in the symbolic register to social pressures of conforming, 
Queer Theory simply adds gender and sexual preference to an already long list of variables.

Thus queer theory, 
expands the scope of its analysis to all kinds of behaviours, including those which are gender.

Queer theory insists that all sexual behaviours, all concepts linking sexual behaviours ig 
sexual identities, and all categories of normative and deviant sexualities, are social Constructs, 
sets of signiliers which create cerlain types of social meaning. Queer theory follows feminis 
theory and gay/lesbian studies in rejecting the idea that sexuality is an essentialist category, 
something determined by biology or judged by eternal standards of morality and truth. For queer 
theorists, sexuality is a complex array of social codes and forces, forms of individual activity and 
institutional power, which interact to shape the ideas of what is normative and what is deviant at 
any particular moment, and which then operate under the rubric of what is "natural," "essential," 
"biological," or "god-given." 

Queer theory is grounded in gender and sexuality. Due to this association, a debate 
emerges as to whether sexual orientation is natural or essential to the person, as an essentialist 
believes, or if sexuality is a social construction and subject to change. 


The essentialist feminists believe that genders "have an essential nature (e.g. riurfüring and 
caring versus being aggressive and selfish), as opposed to differing by a variety of accidental or 
contingent features brought about by social forces". Due lo this belief in the essential nature of a 
person, it is also natural to assume that a person's sexual preference would. be natural and 
essential to a person's personality. 

IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF QUEER THEORY 
(a) Identity Politics 


Queer theory developed out of an examination of perceived limitations in the traditional 
tdently politis of recognition and self-identity. In particular/queer theorists identified processes 
of consolidalion or stabilizalion around some other identity labels (e.g. gay and lesbian); and 
construed queerness 50 as lo resist this. Queer theory attempts to maintain a critique more than 
deline a specific identity. 

Acknowledging the inevitable violence of identity politics, and having no stake in its own 
ideology, queer is less an identity than a critique of identity, However, it is in no position !o 
imagine itself outside the circuit of problems energized by identity politics. Instead of defending 
itself against the criticisms that its operations attract, queer allows those criticisms to shape il5 7 
for now unimaginable — future direétions. "The term," writes Butler, “will be revised, dispelled, 
and rendered obsolete to the extefit thal it yields to the demands which resist the term precisely 
because of the exclusions by whith it is mobilized.” The mobilization of queer foregrounds the 


condilions of political representation, its intentions and effects, its resistance to and recovery bY 
the existing networks of power.

(b) Intersex and Role of Biology

Much of queer theory developed out of a response to the AIDS crisis, which promoted a 
renewal of radical activism, and the growing homophobia brought about by public Tesponses to 
AIDS, Queer theory became occupied in part with what effects — put into circulation around the 


AIDS epidemic — necessitated and nurtured new forms of political organization, education and 
theorizing in "queer". 


To examine the effects that HIV/AIDS has on queer theory is to look at the ways in which 


the status of the subject or individual is treated in the biomedical discourses that construct them. 
1. The shift, affected by safer sex education in emphasizing sexual practices over sexual

2. The persistent misrecognition of HIV/AIDS as a gay disease

(d) Role of Language

Adam Green argues that queer theory ignores the social and institutional conditions wis. 
which lesbians and gays live. For example, queer theory dismantles social contingency in Sore 
cases (homosexual subject positions) while recuperating social contingency in others (racialize: 
subject positions). Thus, not all queer theoretical work is as faithful to its deconstructionist roos 
Reflecting on this issue, Timothy Laurie suggests that "the desire to resist norms in some 
contemporary queer scholarship can never be entirely reconciled with an equally importem 
challenge, that of producing both adequate and dynamic descriptions of ordinary events.” 

The criticism of queer theory can be divided in three main ideas: 

e Ithas a failing itineration, the "subject-less critique" of queer studies; 

* The unsustainable analysis of this failing self; 

* The methodological implication that scholars of sexuality end up reiterating and 

consolidating social categories. 

Foucault's account of the modern construction of the homosexual, a starting poirit fot much 
work in queer theory, is itself challenged by Rictor Norton, using the Molly Hause"ás one 
counter-example of a distinctly homosexual subculture before 1836. He critiques the idea that 
people distinctly identifying in ways now associated with being gay did nof exist before the 
medical construction of homosexual pathology. 

Queer theory underestimates the Foucauldian insight that, poWèr produces not just 
constraint, bul also, pleasure, according to Barry Adam (2000) and Adafn Isaiah Green (2010). 
Adam suggests that sexual identity categories, such as "gay", can have the effect of expanding the 
horizon of what is imaginable in a same-sex relationship, “inéluding a richer sense of the 
possibilities of same-sex love and dyadic commitment. And" Green argues that queer is itself an 
idenlity category that some self-identified "queer^theorists" and "queer activists” use to 
consolidate a subject-position outside of the normalizing tegimes of gender and sexuality. These 
examples call into question the degree to which identity categories need be thought of a5 


negative, in the evaluative sense of that term, ás they underscore the self-determining potentials 
of the care of the self — an idea advanced first by Foucault.

SOCIAL CONSTRUCTION OF MASCULINITY 


Scholars af ras ulinily discuss men and 
masculinity as socially constracted. Rather than 
focusing, on biological universals, social and behavioural 
scientists investigate the different meanings that 
masculinity and fernininity have in different contexts, 
While biological "rnaleness" varies very little, the roles, 
behaviours, bodies, and identities that are thought of as 
“masculine” vary enormously. This, variation allows 
scholars to argue thal masculinity is socially 
constructed. Scholars of masculinity come from diverse 
disciplines, and these various backgrounds illustrate the 
multiple levels of variation in masculinity. First, masculinity varies historically—what is thought 
of as masculine changes over time. Second, masculinity varies cross-culturally— 
conceptualizations of masculinity are culturally specific, Third, masculinity vanes intra- 
psychically—what it means to be a man changes over the course of one’s life. Finally, masculinity 
varies contextually—even within a given society and time period, masculinity can mean different 


things to different people. Simply put, not all American or Nigerian or Chinese or Australian 
men are the same.

Expressing Masculanity 


Masculinity Studies is an interdisciplinary field of cultural, social, historical, political, 
psychological, economic and artistic analysis that interrogates the constructions of masculinity in 
communities across the world and at various times in history. It also looks al the tense and 
complex relationship between hegemonic masculinities (that is, the idea of a “real man" in a 
given lime and place) and subordinate masculinities (masculinities that, in a given time and 
place, fall short of the "real man" ideal). For example, being involved in sports and being a 
Provider are the examples of American hegemonic masculinity, while shunning sports and being 
à slay-at-home-dad are examples of subordinate masculinities, Usually, hegemonic masculinities 
have power and meet with social approval, while subordinate ones do not. Throughout history, 
men have paid a steep price for not adhering to, or consciously resisting, hegemonic models. 
Masculinity-studies scholars know, however, that Limes change, and that what was subordinate 
half a century ago, may be relatively mainstream, if not hegemonic, now. Because masculinity- 
Studies scholars realize that sex and gender are separate entities, they also study the lives of, and 
become advocales for, transgender individuals who are born biologically female but live as men. 

More specifically, "being a man" means something very different to a college-age, white, 
heterosexual boy living in Maine than it does lo a middle-age, homosexual, Latino man living in 
San Francisco, Since masculinity varies so much, we cannot speak of "it" as though it were a 
timeless essence common among all men. Rather, we must speak of “masculinibes” precisely 


because masculinity means different things to different people in different cultures ang i 
different historical periods. Studies of men and masculinities take lead from feminist studies of 
women and gender and seeks to both identify the social construction of gender as Well a. 
illuminate the ways that men play a role in gender and sexual inequality. Thus Studies of 
masculinity seek to highlight both the collective privileges from which men as a group benef; 
well as the disadvantages that certain groups of men face. 


Relationship between Masculinity and Identity 


The relationship between masculinity, identity and gender as social structure has changed 
somewhat during the various phases of development with the sociology of masculinity. Early 
influences tended to draw heavily on notions of gender role and its 'strains' or ‘discrepancies’ for 
men. Thus, social constructionists argue that gender role theory was inadequate for exploring 
male power and failed to fully recognize differences between male and female, The strength of 
post-strucluralism accounts of masculinity, especially those which draw on Jacques and Foucault, 
is that they offer a means by which to link social action and power relations with identity 
processes, without, however, falling into a deterministic understanding of power relations as an 
ideologically inspired, unchanging structure. 

From a post-structuralism perspective, identity is understood as always in process, never 
finally accomplished. So in this regard, there is no core, grounded, or fixed self, but rather a fluid 
arrangement of multiple subject positions which together provide the means by which the 
individual achieves a sense of identity. The importance of masculinity to this process of identity 
work is in the validation it can give to this fluid self. So, if we accept there is no core self, then 
socially dominant forms of being a male (masculinities) can be seen to provide an acceptable 
means by which bays and men may express their gender and thus their sense of identity. 

In taking up these localized and culturally specific signifying practices, males achieve 8h 
association with other males and also a differentiation from the ‘Other’ not only women but also 
those males who appear ‘different’. 

The difference is usually marked by sexual orientation, but can also include forms of 
embodiment and ethnicity, as well as national and cultural variations of masculine performance. 
Because individuals do not have biologically fixed identities, any sense Of self can only come 
about through working to achieve a sense of ‘belonging’ in the social world. Hówever, 'belonging 
is nol an automatic process, and so for most men masculine períormahee.is central to achieving 
entry to, and being accepted within, any particular ‘community’ of men, This desire for belonging 
creates, then, both gender and an individual's sense of self. As Bell.describes it, "identity is the 
effect of performance and not vice versa." Such understandiigs«do' not assume that males are 
passive in this process of identity work: this is not simply a case of all-powerful gender 
socialization. Rather, all individuals are skilled at creating themselves, but within the parameters 
of their social and cultural experience, factors which are also subject to change. Men and 
masculinity suggest that masculinity is intimately linked to wider social and culturél 


transformations within the British nation-state and Other western countries and that the assumed 


ensis of masculinity can be read as an effect^of the wider crisis of late modernity. The question ot 
identity has once again emerged as one of the key dynamic.

Why Is Woman Seen as Closer to Nature? 


It all begins, of course, with the body and the natural procreative functions specific to 
warmen alone, We can sort out for discussion three levels at which this absolute physiological fact 
has tigruficance: 

1. Wornan's body and its functions, more involved, most of the time with "species life," 
seem to place her closer to nature, in contrast to man's physiology, whichsfrees him 
more completely to take up the projects of culture; 

2. Woman's body and ils functions place her in social roles that, in turn, are considered to 
be at a lower order of the cultural process than man's; and 


3. Woman's traditional social roles, imposed because of her bódy and its functions, in 
turn give her a different psychic structure, which, like her physiológical nature and her 
social roles, is seen as being closer to natures

FEMINIST THEORIES AND PRACTICE 


FEMINISM AND FEMINIST THEORY 


Feminism is the belief in the social, political and economic equality of the sexes. Feminist 
activism is the struggle for that equality. Feminism is the radical notion that women are people. 
In other words, feminism is a commitment to achieving the equality of the sexes. This radical 
notion is not exclusive lo women: men, while benefiting from being the dominant sex, also have a 
stake in overcoming the restrictive roles that deprive them of full humanity. 

Feminism consists of ideas and beliefs about what culture is like for women just because 
they are women, compared to what the world is like for men just because they are men. In ethical 
terms, this form or aspect of feminism is descriptive. The assumption in feminism is that women 
are not treated equally to men, and thal women are disadvantaged in comparison to men. 

Though the media has maligned 

feminism as a drive for selfish fulfilment by 
female professionals, {hase who sland to gain 
the most are actually those who have the least. 
The demand far full equality for all women is 
profoundly radicalizing when it addresses the 
additional layers of discrimination women 
experience because of class, race, sexuality, 
disability, and age, and also the heightened 
impact an women and children o! war, 
poverty and environmental degradation. 
Mutti-issue femunism quickly develops into a 
critique of the whole social system.

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Feminism as Historical Entity and Process 


Feminism is influenced by, sometimes evep-determiined by, its enemies. In some parts ol 
Africa, feminism means a fight against female genital mutilation; in the middle ages it would 
have meant a fight for witches’ right to live; inthe Western, world a hundred years ago, it meant 
a fight for women's right to hold property,to\divorce, to vote, to be recognized as adult legal 
subjects. And in the Western world today,~it means a fight against tacit and institutionalized 
collectivist and misogynist beliefs derived from gender roles and other sex-based prejudices. 

The common thread running through these different periods and places is captured by the 
defirütion above. It involves a,theory about and a commitment to men and women being equals, 
in al! spheres of life. Equals in standing, possibility, freedo:n and range of choice. 





This is the core of all feminist theories. 
This “core feminism’ or "core feminist 
theory” doesnt prescribe or presuppose 
peither differences between men and 
women nor similarities between men and 
women, nor does il require excluding wen 
or only furthering women's causes;

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New Age Feminism 






New Age feminism has emerged in the 21st century as both a continuation of and response 
to Second and Third Wave feminis "traditi gage: 
o Sec an ird Wave feminism. It challenges "traditional definitions of femininity and 
embraces a change in times, incorporating elements of ethnicity, girl power, individualist 
feminism, sex-positivity and postmodernism.” In New Age feminism, a woman (or man) 
embraces the qualities in him or herself that have culturally been defined as "feminine" without 
shame, while still fighting against the discrimination women (and “feminine” men) still {ace in the 
workplace and other facets of 21st century society, This movement comes in response to à culture 
that "simultaneously claims to embrace the equality of men and women and at the same time 
seriously devalues femininity". 









Unlike Second and Third Wave feminists, a New Age feminist does not demand women be 
treated the same way as a man, but rather that the differences between men and women be 
recognized, understood, and accommodated even while those differences are treated with equity. 

For this reason, she does not deny her female biology (whether physical, hormonal, or 
psychological), and demands it be accommodated for while still not allowing it to justify 
oppression. She supports scientific studies into the biologically influenced differences between 
those with male and female bodies and accepts. that traits culturally defined as "feminine" like 
being moody, emotionally articulate, gentle, or quiet, are "rooted in biology, not intended to 
mesh with any kind of pro- or anti-feminist ideology." 
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Career and Family 


New Aye feminists are not afraid to have children or to get married should they choose ls 
nor do they feel shame for choosing not to. A New Age feminist knows there is great joy in both s 
Career and a family, and feels entitled to both. This feminist is not looking for special treat 
or even purely equal treatment. She is looking for equitable treatment, respect in the Workplace. 
and equal opportunity. She champions the rights of working women to become Pregnant, take 
maternity leave, and nurse in public, while still getting paid as much as her male counterp 
Meanwhile, she lends her support to slut walks, sex workers, belly and poll dancers, free the 
Nipple campaigns, as well as anti-harassment and anti-victim blaming movements, She 
denounces sexual exploitation, but also believes in a woman's (or anyone's) right to explore and 
be empowered by their own "feminine" sexuality.

Most feminists do not hate men and many New Age feminists may have at some point in 
their lives identified as men, or are in love with or have close relationships with men. Nor do 


they reject certain male practices like chivalry and sexual dominance as long as they are 
performed consensually.

Basic Feminist Ideas 


Both females and males who identify themselves as feminists disagree on many things; 
That being said, most feminists agree on four basic principles: 

Working to increase equality: Feminist thought links ideas to action, insisting We 
should push for change toward gender equality and not just talk about it. 

Expanding human choice: Feminists believe that both men and women;should have 
the freedom to develop their human interests and talents, even if those interests and 
talents conflict with the status quo. For example, if a woman wants-to bé a mechanic, 
she shou.d have the right and opportunity to do so. 

Eilininating gender stratification: Feminists oppose laws and.cultüral norms thal limit 
Income, educauonal and job opportunities for women. 


Ending sexual violence and promoting sexual freedom Feminists feel that women 
should have control over their sexuality and reproduction, 


FEMINIST THEORY 


Feminist theory is one of the major contemporary Sociological theories, which analyses tne 
status of women and men in society with the purpose"of using that knowledge to better women's 
lives. Feminist theorists also question the differences bel ween women, including how race, class, 
ethnicity, sexuality, nationality, and age intersectwith gender, Contemporary sociologist Patricia 


Hill Collins is known throughout the field. foF developing, deploying, and popularizing the 
concept of intersectionality in her theory and research. 


Feminist theory is most concerned with giving a voice to women and highlighting the 
Various ways women have contribüted to society. 
There are four main t 


ypes. of feminist theory that attempt to explain the societal differences 
belween men and women: 


1. Gender Differences

Gender-inequality theories recognize that women's location in, and experience of, social 
situations are not ónly.different but also unequal to men's. Liberal feminists argue that women 
have the same capacity as men for moral reasoning and agency, but that patriarchy, particularly 
the sexist patlernirig of the division of labour, has historically denied women the opportunity to 
express and, practice this reasoning. Women have been isolated to the private sphere of the 
household and, thus, left without a voice in the public sphere. Even after women enter the public 
sphete, ‘they are still expected to manage the private sphere and take care of household duties 
arid child rearing. Liberal feminists point out that marriage is a site of gender inequality and that 
women do not benefit from being married as men do. Indeed, married women have higher levels 
of stress than unmarried women and married men. According to liberal feminists, the sexual 
division of labour in both the public and private spheres needs to be altered in order for women 
to achieve equality. 


3. Gender Oppression 


Theories of gender oppression go further than theories of gender difference and gender 
inequality by arguing that not only are women different from or unequal to men, but that they 
are actively oppressed, subordinated, and even abused by men. Power is the key variable in the 
two main theories of gender oppression: psychoanalytic feminism and radical feminism. 
Psychoanalytic feminists attempt to explain power relations between men and women by 
reformulating Freud's theories of the subconscious and unconscious, human emotions, ae 
childhood development. They feel that conscious calculation cannot fully explain the production 
and reproduction of patriarchy. Radical feminists argue that being a woman is a positive thing i 
and of itself, but that this is not acknowledged in patriarchal societies where women are 
oppressed. They identify physical violence as being at the base of patriarchy, but they eH 
patriarchy can be defeated if women recognize their own value and strength, s des 
sisterhood of trust with other women, confront oppression critically, and form female separa 
networks in the private and public spheres. 


4. Structural Oppression

Structural oppression theories posit that women's oppression 2 haie i ee e 
capitalism, patriarchy and racism. Socialist feminists agree with Karl z s ent ae 
that the working class is exploited as a consequence of the capitalist nen p aud 
seek to extend this exploitation not just to class but also to gender.

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ge. They make the important insight that not all women experience oppression in 
same way. White women and black women, for example, face different forms of 
rmination in the workplace. Thus, different groups of women come to view the World 
through a shared standpoint of "heterogeneous commonality.” 


Criticism on Feminist Theory 


A criticism advocating equal rights for women in a political, economic, Social, 
Psychological, personal, and aesthetic sense. On the thematic level, the feminist reader should 
identify with female characters and their concerns. The object is to provide a critique of 
phallocentric assumptions and an analysis of patriarchal visions or ideologies inscribed in 4 
literature that is male-centred and male-dominated. The scholars refused to accept the cult of 
masculine virility and superiority that reduces woman to a sex object, a second sex, a submissive 
other. "Feminist criticism is a political act whose aim is not simply to interpret the world but to 
change it by changing the consciousness of those who read and their relation to what they read, 
The first act of a feminist critic is to become a resisting rather than an assenting reader and, b 
this refusal to assent, to begin the process of exorcizing the male mind that has been implanted in 
us.” On the thematic level, then, the reader rejects stereotypes and examines woman as a theme in 
literary works. 

On the ideological level, the reader seeks to learn not to accept the hegemonic perspective 
of the male and refuses to be co-opted by a gender-biased criticism. Gender is largely a cultural 
construct, as are the stereotypes that go along with it: thal the male is active, dominating, and 
rational, whereas the female is passive, submissive, and emotional. Gynocritics strive to define@ 
Particularly feminine content and to extend the canon so that it might include works by lesbians, 
feminists, and women writers in general. According to Elaine Showalter, gynocriticism is concered 
with "woman as the producer of textual meaning, with the history, themes, genres, and structures of 
literature by women. Its subjects include the psychodynamics of female creativity; linguistics and the 
problem of a female language; the trajectory of the individual or collective femalediterary career; 
literary history; and, of course, studies of particular writers and works." 

On the deconstructionist level, the aim is to dismantle and stibVert the logocentric 
assurptons of male discourse — its valorization of being, meaning, trüth, rason, and logic, its 
metaphysics of presence. Logo-centrism jis  phallocentric "(hence the neologism 
"phallogocentrism"); it systematically privileges paternal over maternal power, the intelligible 
over the sensible. Patriarchal authority demands uni ty of meaning.and is obsessed with certainty 
of origin. The French feminists in particular construe "woman'\as any radical force that subverts 
the concepts, assumptions, and structures of traditional male discourse the realism, rationality, 
mastery, and explanation that undergird it. By contrast, fhe American and British feminists 

mainly engage in empirical and thematic studies of writings by and about women. Feminist 
literary criticism, arising in conjunction v-ith sociopolitical feminism, critiques patriarchal 
language and literature by exposing how Hiese-reflect masculine ideology. It examines gender 
politics in works and traces the subtle cofistrüction of masculinity and femininity, and their 
relative status, positioning, and marginalizations within works.

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TYPES OF FEMINISM 


As with every social movement, feminism encompasses a variety of political tendencies 
There áré.three main types of feminism: socialist, reformist, and radical/separatist, but betore 
talking) about socialist feminism in particular, it is very important to understand the 


Subth 
difference that exist between socialist feminism and Marxist feminism. 


Socialist feminism vs. Marxist feminism 


"Although it is possible to distinguish 
between Marxist and socialist feminist 
thoughts, it is quite difficult to do so. It is 
believed that the differences between these two 
schools of thought are more a maiter of 
emphasis than of substance. Marxist feminists 
tend to pay their respects directly to Marx, 
Engels, and other nineteenth-century thinkers; 
they also tend to identify classism rather than 
Sexism as the ultimate cause of women's 
oppression. In contrast, socialíst feminists seem 
more influenced by twentieth-century thinkers such as Louis Althusser and Jurgen Habermas. 
Moreover, they insist the fundamental cause of women's oppression is neither "classism" nor 
"sexism" but an intricate interplay between capitalism and patriarchy. In the final analysis, 
however, the differences between Marxist and socialist feminists are not nearly as important as 
their common conviction. Marxist and socialist feminists alike believe women's oppression is not 
the result of individuals’ intentional actions but is the product of the political, social, and 
economic structures within which individuals live. 


Socialist feminism traces the oppression of women to inequalities that developed in 
Connection with the class system of private property. Socialist feminists view gender ma 
as intrinsic to the capitalist system, which makes vast profits off womens unpaid labour in the 
home and underpaid labour in the workforce. Like racism, homophobia and other forms of 
bigotry, sexism divides the working class and thereby allows the capitalists to make super- 
Profits. Because these different forms of oppression have a common source, they also have a

By posing an all-inclusive sisterhood as the solution to patriarchy, radica feminist 
overlook the class differences thal prevent women as a whole from having the same interests 
They often minimize the importance of solidarity belween women and men of colour in PH figh 
against racism. They tend to ignore issues that don't relate directly toa narrowly "ins om 
experience. The magazine off our backs and the Michigan Womyn's Music Festival are long 
established upholders of radical feminist ideology. 


Liberal Feminism 


This is the variety of feminism that works within the structure of mainstream society lt 
integrate women into that structure, Its roots stretch back to the social «contract theory d 
government instituted by the American Revolution. Abigail Adams and Mary Wollstonecnt 
were there (rom the slart, proposing equality for women. As is often the:case with liberals, they 
slog along inside the system, getting httle done amongst the compromises until some radia 
movement shows up and pulls those compromises left of center," This'is how it operated in th 
days of the suffragist movement and again with the emergence of the radical feminists. Ir 
particular, liberal feminists are concerned about the constitutional or legal reforms. 


Cultural Feminism

LIBERAL FEMINISM 


“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or by 
any state on account of sex.” (US Constitution) 


Liberal feminism is a 
particular approach to achieving 
equality between men and 
women that emphasizes the 
power of an individual person to 
alter discriminatory practices 
against women. For example, 
pretend it's 1913, and you're 
walking from New York City to 
Washington, DC, a hike over 200 
miles, because you believe in 
women's suffrage, or a woman's 
right to vote. 


Liberal Feminism 
* Liberal (or "Bourgeois") Feminism, in which the claim of 
women for equal rights is seen in the context of a general 
opposition to various form of oppression and discrimination, 
independently of other political convictions. Liberal feminism 


tends to emphasise social policy to open up professional. 
better-paid and prestigious jobs to women and the 
elimination of laws discriminating against the political, 
property and social rights of women (encyclopedia of 
Marxism) 





Over 100 years ago, participants in the Women's Suffrage Parade of 1913 took a liberal 
feminist approach by using their democratic right to protest to promote women’s rights. And il 
worked! In 1920, the U.S. Congress ratified the 19th Amendment to the Constitution, which gave 
Women the right to vote.

Primary Goal 


Liberal feminism's Primary goal is gender equality in the public sphere -- equal access lo 
education, equal pay, ending job-sex segregation, better working conditions -- won primarily 
through legal changes. Private sphere issues are of concern mainly as they influence or impede 
equality in the public sphere, Gaining access to and being paid and promoted equally in 
traditionally male-dominated Occupations is an important goal. Whal do women want? Liberal 
feminism answers: mostly, what men want -- to get an education, to make a decent living, to 
Provide for one's family. 


Liberal feminism is a theory and work thal focuses more on issues like equality in the 
workplace, in education, in political rights. Whenever, liberal feminism looks al issues in the 
private sphere, it tends to be in terms of equality: how does thal private life impede or enhance 
public equality. Thus, liberal feminists also tend to support marriage as an equal partnership, and 
more male involvement in child care. Abortion and other reproductive rights have to do with contro] 
of one's life choices and autonomy. 


Ending domestic violence and sexual harassment have to do with removing obstacles to 
women achieving on an equal level with men. Liberal feminism tends to rely on the state and 
political rights to gain equality -- to see the state as the protector of individual rights. Liberal 
feminism, for example, supports affirmative action legislation requiring employers and 
educational institutions to make special attempts to include women in the pool of applicants, on 
the assumption that past and current discrimination may simply overlook many qualified 
women applicants. 


Liberal feminism conceives of freedom as personal autonomy, living a life of one's own 
choosing and political autonomy, being co-author of the conditions under which one lives: 
Liberal feminists hold that the exercise of personal autonomy depends on certain enabling 
conditions that are insufficiently present in women's lives, or that social arrangements often fail 
to respect women's personal autonomy and other elements of women's flourishing. They hold 
also that women's needs and interests are insufficiently reflected in the basic conditions under 
which they live, and that those conditions lack legitimacy because women are inadequately 
represented in the processes of democratic self-determination. Liberal feminists hold that 
autonomy deficits like these are due to the “gender system", or the patriarchalnature of inherited 
traditions and institutions, and that the women's movement should work to identify and remedy 
them. As the protection and promotion of citizens' autonomy is the appropriate role of the state 
on the liberal view, liberal feminists hold that the state can and. should be the women's 
movements all in promoting women's autonomy. There is, disagreement among liberal 
feminists, however, about the role of personal autonomy in the good Tife, the appropriate role of 
the state, and how liberal feminism is to be justified. 


Liberal Feminism and Personal Autonomy 


Liberal feminists hold that women should enjoy. personal autonomy, That is, they hold that 
women should live lives of their own choosing.-Some offer “procedural” accounts of personal 
autonomy. These accounts suggest that to say- women should enjoy personal autonomy means 
they are entitled to a broad range of autonomy-enabling conditions. On this view, the women's 
movement should work to identify and promote these conditions. Identifying these enabling

Other measures recommended by liberal feminists that 
some hold may be illiberal include quotas on party slates or in elected bodies, and bans on 


Classical/Tiberals or libertarians are critical of liberal feminism because, asper their view, 
liberalism cánnot support the claim that the right of some against coercive interference may be 
violated-imorder to promote the autonomy capacities of others, such as we find in affirmative 
action. programmes, or in the substantial taxation that would be necessary to fund the social 
programmes liberal feminists endorse. 

Multicultural Criticism 


Multicultural critics of liberal feminism suggest that liberal feminism's emphasis on 
autonomy and fairness in personal and associational life runs the risk of elevating one particular 
comprehensive conception of the good life over the many others found in multicultural societies. 
Conservative Criticism 


Conservatives hold that reformers can do more harm than good when they undermine the 
institutions and norms which, while surely offending in many ways, also serve as the foundation 
for many people's well-being. Such conservatives worry about the radical implications of liberal 
feminism, its willingness to put women's autonomy ahead of institutions and norms on which 
many people rely for their well-being. Ann Cudd suggests that the expansion of opportunity and 
equality promised by liberal feminism “makes us all better off”. Conservatives encourage us to 
consider also the loss that is in liberation. 


RADICAL FEMINISM 


Radical feminist beliefs are based on the idea that the main cause of women's oppression 
Originates from social roles and institutional structures being constructed from male supremacy 
and patriarchy, The main difference between radical feminism and other branches is that they 
didn't concentrate on equalizing the distribution of power. Instead, they focused their efforts on 
completely eliminating patriarchy by transforming the entire structure of society. More 
Specifically, they wanted to get rid of traditional gender roles. 

* Radical feminism is a philosophy emphasizing the patriarchal roots of inequality 

between men and women, or, moxe specifically, social dominance of women by men.

This perspective has been criticized as being functionalist, particularly m Vie tds 
reality of women's position in the household. Studies conducted in socialist coun ries in te Os 
and 1980s showed that women remained subordinated at work and at home. This is a situation 
that Marxist feminism cannot explain, as it is gender-biased, if nol blind. 


PSYCHOANALYTIC FEMINISM 


Psychoanalytic feminism is à theory of oppression, which asserts that men have an inherent 
psychological need to subjugate women. The root of men’s compulsion to dominate women and 
women's minimal resistance to subjugation lies deep within the human psyche. 


This branch of feminism seeks to gain insight into how our psychic lives develop in order to 
better understand and change women's oppression. The pattern of oppression is also integrated 
into society, thus creating and sustaining 
patriarchy. Through the application of 
Psychoanalytic techniques to studying 
ditterences between women and men, as 
well as the ways in which gender is 

constructed, it is possible to reorganize 
Socialization patterns at the early stages of human life. Societal change, or a “cure,” can be 
developed through discovering the source of domination in men’ psyche and subordination in 
women's, which largely resides unrecognized in individuals’Aintonscious, This type of feminism 
emerged out of cultural feminism, which investigates the differences between women and men to 
understand women’s positions in society. Psychoanalytic.feminists concentrate on early childhood 
evelopment, primarily before the age of 3, examining How gender is constructed and practiced on 
sodetal, familial, and individual levels.

One idea supporting men's inclusion as ‘feminists’ is that excluding men from the 
feminist movement labels it as solely a female task, which could be argued to be sexist 
in itself. This idea asserts that until men share equal responsibility for struggling to 
end sexism against women, the feminist movement will reflect the very sexist | 
contradiction it wishes to eradicate. The term 'pro-feminist' occupies the middle | 
ground in this semantic debate, because it offers a degree of closeness to feminism 


without using the term itself. Also, the prefix 'pro' characterizes the term as mote 
proactive and positive.

Sexism negatively impacts men by forcing them into a hyper-masculinity which engages 
high-risk behaviour and limits their emotional expression as full human beings. However, 
regardless of these and other secondary effects of sexism, men still benefit from patriarchy (the 
social system of sexism) whether or not they choose to fight sexism in others or themselves. 
Women, and feminists in particular, face the damaging primary effects of sexism and the wrath 
of patriarchal society whenever they resist their subjugated social role and often even when they 


don’t. So if men cannot be feminists how can we be a part of a feminist agency? Does feminism 
address only women or doesn’t it also address men in some way?

POSTMODERN FEMINISM 


Why is truth devalued in our culture today? What is Postmodernism? We live in a diffe 
world than we did just 20 years ago. People think differently today about the reality anq natin 


that we encounter in our postmodern culture. Why are 
People thinking in such a manner? But important thing is 
the understanding of postmodernism and feminism. 
Postmodem feminism is an approach to feminist 
theory that incorporates postmodern and post- 
structuralist theory, seeing itself as moving beyond the 
modemuist polarities of liberal feminism and radical 
teminism. Postmodern feminism is a Particular kind of 
pestmodemism and a particular kind of feminist theory 
that has become prominent in feminist thinking over the 
last couple of decades. In order to understand it, first we 
Must examine postmodernist epistemology in general, and then compare postmódérn feminism 
to other femunst perspectives. While there are many critics of postmodernism it provides a very 
uselul theoretical perspective. í

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History and Background 


d pon n Pas noder feminism is often associated with the work ol Judith Butler 
(1990, 1993) and is marked, in Part. by a "linguistic turn," a view of NOVEM KI UM 
construction and performance rather than a biological fact. These theonsts criticize the conflation 
of sex and Benger essentialist generalizations about men and women, and the tendency to view 
gender = fixe binary and determined at birth, rather than a fluid, mobile construct that allows 
for multipi gender expressions. The Bender dichotomy of man-woman so pervasive in Western 
culture-can be understood in lerms of the cultural imperative to be heterosexual and a history of 
biological determinism in Western Philosophy. 1 

Postmodern feminism rejects a dualistic view of gender, heteronormatvity, and biological 
detérminism, pointing to the inseparability of the body trom language and social norms. Medical 
professionals can, for example, conform to and reinforce social norms by surgically transforming 
an infant with ambiguous genitalia into a culturally intelligible girl proper whose clitons is a 
socially acceptable size. Medical technological intervention is also responsible for sexual 
reassignment surgery, making the materiality of gender malleable and blurring the boundaries 
between “man” and “woman.” Postmodern feminists argue against the assumption that all 
women share a common oppression; this assumption has, unwittingly totalized and naturalized 
the category of “woman” into a white, heterosexual, middle-class, able-bodied, young- to middle- 
aged norm. Moreover, avowing political categories such as “woman” or "queer" as part of one's 
identity, what is called "identity politics" is both intellectually and politically misguided.

Identitarian terms, such as “transgender,” according to the postmodern school of thought, 
emerge into discourse at certain points in history, and it is important to keep this point in the 
foreground. Ignoring a term's history can end up reifying the term and reinforcing its place in a 
discursive hierarchy. From this body of work, the theorist whose work has been particularly 
influential to scholars of gender and IT is Donna Haraway. Haraway (1985) argues that in a 
culture of high technology, the boundaries are no longer clear between human and animal, 
animal and machine, or human and machine. While not a new observation, Haraway recasts it 3s 
a windfall for feminist theory; hierarchical dualisms such as man/woman, heterosexual / 
homosexual, and white/black are no longer stable in high-tech culture.

Postmodern feminism also focuses on survival and health as opposed to bonding through 
shared victimhood.

Compared to Older 
feminism, it is a much healthier movement for women.This is in contrast to some other feminist 
theoretical viewpoints. Feminist empiricism, or liberal feminism, sees equal opportunity as the 
primary focus. They are concerned with “levelling the playing field.” It does not question the 
nature of the knowledge or the structure of human interactions, but rather the events that £O on 
within that structure.

Critique of Postmodern Feminism 


A major critique of Postmodern 
Feminism ís its seeming identification of 
women with the feminine and the biological 
body. Many view postmodern feminists as 
valorizing women and the feminine over 
male and the masculine. Some of us didn't 
want to wear feminine looking dresses when 
our mothers tried to make us to go to the 
patriarchal church and we don't want to wear

However, most of the criticism in this vein simplifies postmodern feminism, As w 
have seen, there are widely varying viewpoints within this theoretical framework, While thi 
diversity is seen as empowering by some feminists, many are concerned with the Potentia 
loss of feminist community.

Some precursors 


The prevalence of patriarchal social relations and their normative status in Western 
societies made the inequality, subordination or oppression of women effectively invisible. Mary 
Wollstonecraft's ^A Vindication of the Rights of Women" published in 1792 is one clear precursor 
of feminism. It is also important to recognize that feminism develops in the context of industrial 
Capitalism within the West. Engels’ (1884/1972) study of the historical significance of gender in 
the consolidation of an economic surplus; The Origins of the Family, Private Property & the State 
represents an important early text within the socialist tradition. Rosa Luxemburg s work on the 

Oman Question in Socialism is another example, Within the Liberal tradition Mill's 
Consideration of the place of women is another pre-figurative text, Perhaps the most important 
Point here is to remember that each of the waves that are written about stand in relation to each

FIRST WAVE FEMINISM 


(Women's fight for equal contract and property rights)

In the USA and the United Kingdom, first wave feminism is widely regarded as occurring 
between roughly 1850 and 1920. This was a key period in which industrial capitalism was 
consolidated creating a diverse range of social change. Within first wave feminism, there were 
three areas of engagement which enjoyed differing levels of support. Suffrage, Rights-based 
equality and reproductive rights were all present during this period of mobilization. The period 
is one where class differences between feminists represented a significant divide. In the United 
Kingdom the Suffragists are the best-known example of first wave feminism but there were also 
forms of evangelical feminism and a minoritarian social feminism which questioned: the 
dominant family form and stood for the 
collectivization of childcare and 
housework. The ability to control 
fertility represented another 
minoritarian approach within first wave 
feminism in the United Kingdom with 
Mary Stopes being a prominent pioneer 
founding the Mary Stopes Clinic. 

The UK suffrage movement of 1897, initially formalizedrthrough The National Union of 
Women’s Suffrage Societies, represented a predominantly middle class reform movement. 
Differences over tactics led the Pankhurst’s to form the Women’s Social and Political Union 
which pursued the use of high profile direct action? These included members chaining 
themselves to railings in public places and the death of Emily Davison who threw herself in front

SECOND WAVE FEMINISM 


Injthe late 1960s and early 1970s, there was a significant wave of collective political action 
by feminists in the developed nations in the aftermath of the youth and counter-cultural 
movements. In America and Europe, second wave feminism was in part a response to women's 
experience of the New Left and counter-culture which had pursued forms of liberation which 
had not questioned the normative gender order. In America and the United Kingdom, small 
consciousness-raising groups proliferated throughout urban areas in multiple locations spanning, 
workplaces, education establishments and friendship network. 


Feminism was also located within the 
wider questioning of the post Second World 
War social order based on consumption and the 
nudear family as unproblematic social forms. 
In America and the United Kingdom, feminists 
argued that increasing female participation rates 
in the labour marker resulted in a double burden 
of paid and domestic labour. To this could be 
added the burden of care for the elderly and the 
Sick, creating a triple burden. As with first wave 
feminism, second wave feminism erupted in the face of significant changes in the organization of 
industrial capitalism which had established another normative gender order which made notions of 
Oppression, inequality and subordination effectively invisible. Betty Freindan’s book ‘The Feminine 
Mystique, (2001) was amongst those that breached the silence. Second wave feminism had very 

ifferent mobilizing capacities and resources at its disposal and had a major impact upon the 
Prevailing gender order. These impacts included formal legislative programmes on birth control, 
abortion, equal pay as well as significant cultural and social normative challenge and change.

served to advance women, to a new consensus that development was not possible without the 
full participation of women. 


promoting Woman's Role 


The Conference called upon governments to formulate national strategies and identify 
targets and, priorities in their effort to Promote the equal participation of women. By the end of 
the United..Nations Decade for Women, 127 Member States had responded by establishing some 
formof, national machinery, institutions dealing with the promotion of policy, research and 
programmes aimed at women's advancement and participation in development. 


Within the United Nations system, in addition to the already existing Branch (now 
Division) for the Advancement of Women, the Mexico City Conference led to the establishment 
of the International Research and Training Institute for the Advancement of Women (INSTRAW) 
and the United Nations Development Fund for Women (UNIFEM) to provide the institutional 


framework for research, training and operational activities in the area of women and 
development. 


An important facet of the meeting in Mexico City was that women themselves played an 
instrumental role in shaping the discussion. Of the 133 Member State delegations gathered there, 


113 were headed by women. Women also organized a parallel NGO Forum, the International 
Women’s Year Tribune, which attracted approximately 4,000 participants. 


Sharp differences emerged among the women gathered at the Forum, reflecting the political 
and economic realities of the times. Women from the countries of the Eastern Block, for instance, 


Were most interested in issues of peace, while women from the West emphasized equality and 
those from the developing world placed priority on development. Nevertheless, the Forum 
played an important role in bringing together women and men from different cultures and 
backgrounds to share information and opinions and to set in motion a process that would help 
unite the women's movement, which by the end of the Decade for Women would become truly 
international. The Forum was also instrumental in opening up the United Nations to NGOs, who 
Provided access for the voices of women to the Organization’s policymaking process. 


Copenhagen: The Review Process Begins

to shift the focus from women to the concept of gender, recognizing that the entire structure of 
society, and all relations between men and women within it, had to be re-evaluated. Only by such 
a fundamental restructuring of society and its institutions could women be fully empowered to 
take their rightful place as equal partners with men in all aspects of life. This change represented 
a strong reaffirmation that women's rights were human rights and that gender equality was an 
issue of universa! concern, benefiting all. 

The legacy of the Beijing Conference was that it sparked a renewed global commitment to 
the empowerment of women everywhere and drew unprecedented international attention The 
Conference unanimously adopted the Beijing Declaration and Platform for Action that was in 
essence an agenda for women's empowerment and stands as a milestone for the advaricetrient of 
women in the twenty-first century. The Platform for Action specified twelve critical areas of

A nuriber of 
giris’ scheme were pened between 1904 and 1911 in Patnbay, Calcutta, Aligarh, Lahore, Karachi 
and Patna Ih Lahore, three newspapers emerged called Akhbar-e-Niswan, Sharif Bibi and 
Tahzeeh e Niswan. Although most of these were run by men, warnen contributed articles and 
stories Over lime, increasing nurnbers of women began to be educated. In 1922, Sultan Begum of 
Bengal becarne the first woman to receive her master’s degree in law. 

Atound the tame period, the Faizi sisters rose to prominence and went abroad for higher 
edncation Subsequently, they played significant roles in furthering Muslim women's rights. In 
1924, women were excluded (rom the annual session of the MEC, In 1925, Attiya Faizi travelled 
frem Pornbay to Aligarh, gate-crashed the annual MEC meeting and addressed an all-male 
gathering from behind a curtain. The presiding officer was so embarrassed that he escorted hen to 
the dais from where she spoke breaking all the norms and taboos around women's appearance tn 
public. Women were not excluded from MEC meetings that followed. The education reform, 
movement, though conservative in orientation, provided women with the knowledge and skills 
needed to speak up for their rights. 


Women's Rights 


Between the years 1884 and 1917, ideas regarding women's roles arid/status in society wert 
transformed among Muslim communities in India. The spread of education among, the Muslim 
elite gave further impetus to the breaking of traditional moulds, At-that time, the first womens 
organization was born due to the efforts of Sir Muhammad Shafi, who lived in Lahore and was? 
strong advocale of women’s rights. He was opposed toweling and supported the right to 
inheritance. In 1908, the Anjuman-e-Khawateen-e-Islam was founded in Lahore for tht 
promotion of the rights of women in Islam. This organization also carried out social work amonp 
the destitute women living in villages. In 1915, thé-firs All-India Muslim Ladies Conference wa 
allended by à few select women from amoripthe elile. In 1917, this organization passed ? 
resolution against polygamy causing a major stir in Lahore, The same year, a delegation led by 
Begum Haste! Mohan! mel the Secretarg^of-Stale Montagu, demanding increased education 
facilites for women along with beller"Heallh and malernity services. The delegation als 
demanded equal franchise for women the forthcoming Montagu-Chelmsford reforms. In 5n 
both Ihe Muslim League and thé Indian National Congress announced support for women’ 
franchise, However, In 1919 when the reforms were insUluted, the colonial government refuse!

Indians, particularly Muslims. A 
In 1917, when her son was in prison, Bi Amma addressed the all-male meeting of the All- "x 
India Muslim League and spoke from behind the veil. It was the first time that a Muslim woman = 
addressed a political meeting of men. In 1921, Bi Amma addressed a mass meeting in Lahore and br 
lifted her veil for the first time, stating that all the men were her brothers and sons and she did i 
not need to use the veil in front of them. Her age, status and respect protected her against E 


criticism. Furthermore, Bi Amma belonged to India and was not a product of Western influences. 
This protected her against the charge which was levelled at other women who appeared to be 
Influenced by an encroaching modernity. Although, she and her cohorts were not demanding 
Women’s rights, the participation in political action created a consciousness of justice which she 
Wanted for her son. Men encouraged women's involvement in politics for religious and national 
Causes, not for women’s own rights. While pan-Islamist religious and nationalist movements 
Provided the impetus for women's education and led to the early consciousness of rights, such f 
movements were also conservative and patriarchal. Both religion and nationalism tend to define 
Women in traditional ways believing them to be the repositories of tradition, culture and custom. 
Syed Ahmad Khan was staunchly opposed to women’s education wanting only Muslim males of 
Ashrafiya educated in order to compete with Hindus in the arena of politics and commerce. 
hen he realized that women's education was Inevitable, he proposed to ix i cg ee 7 
4 it would not deviate from religious instruction and household ines imi " yn o : 
hmad, while upholding an education in secular subjects, also emphasized women 
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The Khilafat and nationalist movements were not liberaling for women as they invokeg 
cultural nationalism which remforces the patriarchal ideas of masculinity and femininity. This 
cultural nationalism Jater fed into the discourse of the Two-Nation Theory based on Teligion, 
Such agendas are ultimately conservative and merely created spaces for women's participation 
which led gradually to an awareness of their own rights as women. E 


Rise of Anti-colonial Nationalist Movements in India 


Women were massively mobilized in the Pakistan Movement. As increasing numbers of 
women joined the Muslim League, a women's section was formed. In the famous Lahore Session 
of the Muslim League in 1940, an unprecedented number of women participated. The same year 
saw them take out a procession for the Pakistan Movement. In April 1940, women took out a 
protest demonstration against the arrest of Muslim League leaders and the banning of the 
Khaksar Tehreek. This was the first time that women took to street politics clad in burqas (Veils), 
Not surprisingly, the press condemned them as shameless women who would usher in the 
downfall of Muslims. But the women were not to be deterred and in June the Khaksar Tehreek 
women organized another demonstration led by eleven-year-old Saeeda Bano from Delhi, an 
eloquent speaker. On June 18, women joined men in another procession and the police made 
arrests when they defied their orders. The men asked the women to return lo their homes but 
they refused and, for the first time in the history of the Subcontinent, women were arrested for 
political action. The nationalist struggle mobilized a large number of educated, upper class 
women. In 1941, il was decided that a Muslim Girls Student Federation would be formed and it 
was launched by Lady Abdul Qadir, Fatima Begum and Miss M. Qureshi. This group mustered 
support for the idea of Pakistan. They received an enthusiastic response and in a few months the 
Jinnah Islamic College had enrolled a thousand students for the cause. This organization was 
pivotal in the formation of the women's sub-committee subsequently in the Muslim League, 
which toured the country garnering support for the freedom movement. In 1942, Lady Maratab 
Ali commented that the days had gane when women were fil only for cooking, food and fearing 
children, and the time had come for them to take an equal share of responsibility. with their 
menfolk in politics. 


Acceptability of Women's social and political activism 


In 1942, M.A. Jinnah expressed direct interest in lhe women's committees and addressed 
them, The women composed songs for the movement and went tosthe rural areas to gather 
support for the Pakistan movement. Jinnah was alive to the women’s social conditions and 
addressed the issue. As a result, the Muslim League Central Committee formulated a programme 
for women's social, economic and cultural uplift, Over time, tke woman question began lo 
receive separate attention from the larger struggles. The sdb-committee passed resolutions on 
housewives" problems and food shortages. The issue of Women’s inheritance was also raised. 
Women's deep involvement in the national struggle gradually lcd to an awareness of Iheir own 
Independent issues. Jn. 1943, when a devastating, (amine in Bengal disrupted lives, the Muslim 
League women organized. relief efforts and. cated funds and provisions for the affected 
families. Poetry recitatiens meetings were cafdo raise funds in Lahore. Over time, the wider 
struggle for liberation rendered women's social and political activism acceptable and respectable. 
ln 1943, five thousand women partietpated/im the Alb India Muslim League annual session in 
Karachi The newly-formed Women's National Guard, which later became Pakistan Girl Guides.

The Superintendent Jails 
arrived and had them beaten up by other inmates before they were dragged out of the premises 

News of women breaking into jail and facing barricades and batons spread like wildfire and, 
towards the end of February, a large number of women marched towards the Secretariat 
Building. Thirleen-year-old Fatima Sughra climbed up the gate, removed the Union Jack and 
replaced it with her dopatta fashioned to look like the Muslim League flag. It was for the first 
lime that the Muslim League ‘flap’ was hoisted on a government building replacing the 
government one. 


Khuda Khidmatghar and Nationalist Movements 


In 1947, when the Civil Disobedience movement was launched, women from the North 
Western. Frontier Province (now Khyber Pakhtunkhwa) were mobilized by the Khudai 
Khidmalgar and nationalist movements. Pathan women marched unveiled in public for the first 
lime and scaled walls to hoist the Muslim League flag. They went to jails and were tear-gassed 
and baton-charged. On April 3, 1947 fifteen hundred Pathan women publicly protested in the 
form of picketing. They also formed the ‘War Council’ and set up mobile radio stations and an 
underground radio station called, Pakistan Broadcasting Station, which operated right up to the 
time of independence in August 1947, However, the records as well as schools of the Khudai 
Khidmatgars were burned soon after the formation of Pakistan. As Mumtaz and Shaheed 
observe, Indian Muslim women had radically altered the parameters of their own existence and 
Merged as vocal and active individuals. Participation in the nationalist struggle led to an 
Wareness of their oppression and rights as women. They had won the right to education, to vote 
nationalist struggle. They became aware of their ability 
to Mobilize, organize and provide services in crisis situations. However, their own struggle as 
Women was subsumed under the larger nationalist struggle for independence. Nevertheless, the 
Arger Struggle created the space to break traditional norms, become politically active in the 
Public Sphere and violate the traditional boundaries of ‘good Muslim womanhood’. They could

not done in the interest of wornen’s rights or empowerment. Kather, women were needed to adg 
nurnbers to the nationalist movement, Nevertheless, the movement crealed a rudimentar 
awareness of women’s ability to organize for collective goals, However, after the creation of 
Pakistan new forces assumed power with which women were forced to contend. 


Post-colonial Re-structuring of State and Society 


Once freedom was attained from colonial rule, new forces emerged on the political ang 
global scene which directed the re-structuring of the state and society, In post-partition Pakistan, 
the religious forces that had opposed the idea of Pakistan because of the secular bent of mind of 
the Muslim League leaders became active, Even though Jinnah was secular in outlook and 
personal lifestyle, he resorted to the strategic use of religion in an effort to garner support among 
conservalive Muslims. In his speech al the 1940 annual Muslim League meeting in Lahore; he 
teileraled the religion-based Two-Nation Theory premised on irreconcilable, eternal) and 
irrevocable Hindu-Muslim differences. This set the Mage for the move toward an Islamit state 
early on when, after Jinnah's death in 1948, the Constituent Assembly passed the “Objectives 
Resolution in 1949 despite strong reservations expressed by the minority members. Jinnah's 

arguably secular position, taken a year earlier in his address to the Constituent, Assembly, was 
shunned under the pressure of the Islamic lobby that now gained strength.Inqthe early period of 
Pakistan's history, the struggle for women's rights was piecemeal, gradual and evolutionary. 
Progressive legislation was often resisted by the clergy, which perceived the steps in the direction 
of women's rights as Western and antithetical to religion andxculttre. Nonetheless, women 
belonging to ruling families continued to struggle for inclusion in the political process and rights. 


The first legislature of Pakistan had two womenTeprésentalives, Jahanara Shahnawaz, 

the Muslim League veteran who had been elected to thà All-India Muslim League Council in 

1937; and Shaista Ikramullah from the Suhrawardy farfilly of East Pakistan. In the early period ol 

Pakistan's history, women began to make demands for their own rights now that the nationalist 
struggle was over. In 1948, the first attempt was\made to secure economic rights for women 
during the budget debate, When the Sharlat bil] was removed from the agenda of the assembly, 
the women legislators were furious and lookup the issue with the Muslim League Women's 
Committee, Thousands of women marched)to the Assembly chambers shouting slogans, led by 
Jahanara Shahnawaz and other women-leaders and finally the Muslim Personal Law of Shariat 
(1948) became effective recognizing»women’s right to inherit property. The first piece o 
legislation may have been for thé propertied classes only, but women took a stand against theit 
male colleagues in the assembly for their own rights as women. The first Constituent Assembly 
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ii nen Des 5 AS fia! meeting of the Constituent Assembly, when the draft bill for 

Charter e Dope !gh!$ prepared by Jahanara Shahnawaz was discussed, the reserved 
wats remained at 3% fof both the centeal and provincial assemblies. The other demands in ae 
Charter included equality of status, equality of opportunity, equal pay for equal work and 
guarantee of inheritance rights for Muslim women under the Islamic Personal Law of Shariat. 
The Charter of demands was supported by members of minority communites and Muslim 
politicians, and was passed unanimously. Inutially, it was opposed by Sir M. Zafarullah, who was 
chairingthe meeting, on the grounds that a new-born state could not afford justiciable 
fundamental rights. At this stage, it seems that women were making demands for rights granted 
withif_religious law. They were working within a religious framework which enabled them to 
succeed without too much backlash. In 1951, the Muslim Personal Law of Shariat became 
effective and women received the right to inherit agricultural land for which they had been 
fighting since 1948. In an assembly full of males, women legislators pushed forward their agenda 
successfully. In 1955, women's organizations ran a campaign against Prime Minister Mohammad 
Ali Bogra’s second marriage and this was spearheaded by the All-Pakistan Women's Association 
(APWA), which was later to play a major role in legal reform. As a result of the campaign, the 
United Front for Women’s Rights was formed under the leadership of Jahanara Shahnawaz. The 
combined pressure by United Front and APWA forced the government to appoint a commission 
headed by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Justice Rashid, to examine laws of marriage, 
divorce, maintenance and custody of children. The Report was formulated in 1956 with a lengthy 
dissenting note from Maulana Ehtashamul Haq Thanvi. The orthodox reaction got the report 
shelved, but the seeds of the women’s struggle against patriarchy and religious obscurantism 
were perceptible even in the absence of an organized and coherent movement for change. 


Contributions of Bhegum Rana Liaqat Ali 


In the 1956 Constitution, the principle of female suffrage for women's quies sid us 
accepted on the basis of special women's territorial constituencies, thus Pur xd ie i id 
to women for both general and reserved women's seats. This wasa pal à s fe DA 
conservative lobby that constantly militated against women s rights. l or ie Vaude 
takeover and martial law in 1958 led to the abrogation of the ee = gee dpud 
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Most oulstanding woman who formed a large number of women's organizations and attendeg to 
many different areas that affect women, especially welfare and legal reform. In 1948, she started the 
Women's Voluntary Service (WVS) which administered first aid to women, organized food 
distribution, dealt with health problems and epidemics, collected clothing for the needy, and 
provided emotional and moral support. The relief and welfare work was widely accepted as it Was 
seen as an extension of the nurturing role that women were traditionally expected to Perform, 
Apart from being seen as a maternal and domestic role, the work of WVS was voluntary with the 
result that it did not lead to the kind of threat that women’s paid work poses. 

However, the reaction to two other organizations set up by Ra'ana Liaquat Ali is a tellin 
indication of the deeply patriarchal and gendered nature of society. The societal reaction to the 
Setting up in 1949 of the Pakistan Women’s National Guard and Pakistan Women’s Naval 
Reserve differed significantly from the response to the WVS which received support from the 
government. The National Guard and Naval Reserve were set up in response to the war with 
India and were respectively under the supervision of the army and navy, while Ra'ana Liaquat 
Ali was the Chief Controller of both. This work brought women into contact with unrelated men, 
So it was not just seen as ‘manly’ but also threatening. These two organizations trained women in 
mulitary tactics including signalling, coding, marksmanship, use of weapons and defense. Upon 
criticism by conservatives, a dopatta was added to their uniforms. However, the training of 
women for purposes that deviated from the social and traditional norms, and their 
empowerment in what were believed to be masculine pursuits, raised many eyebrows. This 

violation of the patriarchal public/ masculine and private/feminine division was met with 


opprobrium and after Ra'ana Liaquat Ali left the country to serve as ambassador to tHe 
Netherlands, these two outfits fizzled out. 


Women were acceptable in the public sphere insofar as they conformed to a traditional 
and conservative vision of housewives, mothers, welfare workers and service providers. The 
absence of a feminist or women's movement meant that the conservative lobby could/overwhelm 
the government over such measures. Nevertheless, Ra/ana Liaquat Ali was the first woman 
ambassador of the country, and this appointment was not subjected to major criticism. Based on 
the success of the Women's Voluntary Service and the interest of a large number of women, in 
1949 Ra'ana Liaquat invited a hundred women to a meeting in Karachi and from this was born 
the All-Pakistan Women's Association (APWA) which, in the, context of the time, made 
invaluable contributions not only to welfare but also in the arena of legal reform. 


APWA was a voluntary non-political organization open-to'all-Women over sixteen years of 
age, irrespective of class, caste, colour or creed. The objectives were to be a welfare organization 
for Pakistani women. It focused on creating educationalysocial and cultural consciousness and 
improving the economic participation of women for national development. Urban women from 
well-to-do classes joined and it became an acceptable.avénue for women’s activities outside the 
home. APWA opened girls’ schools, health centtes-árid industrial homes, 
and related skills for income generation. Most ofits activities were con 
Lahore and Peshawar with district and divisional headquarters in other 


APWA's relationship with the governméntwas one of mutual accommodation and cooperation. 
It, therefore, received government fuhding as well as patronage. lt was a non-threatening 
Organization because of the focus 6n/Welfare and development. Its main work was on women’s 
education, development skills and income-generation. It opened schools, colleges, industrial 
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The DWA wanted equal pay for equal work, educational opportunities for girls and 
women, hostels and transport facilities for working women, créches and nurseries at places of 
work and expanded employment opportunities for women. It appealed to working class women 
concerned for the emancipation of working classes and the creation of a socialist society. lts work 
was confined to low-income areas and it did not mobilize many women from other classes; 
however, it is significant for being the only left-wing women's organization in the country. The 
DWA was one of the most prominent organizations that staunchly opposed the military 
operation in East Pakistan in 1971, and vociferously campaigned against the mass rape of 
Bangladeshi women. Some of the other organizations include the United Front for Women’s 
Rights (UFWA) which was formed in 1955, and the Young Women’s Christian Association 
(YWCA) that had been working since 1899. : 

A few of these organizations have survived and are active to this day, while others fizzled 


out after brief periods of activity. 
Ayub Khan (1958-1968) 
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an attempt to discourage polygamy as the first wife’s written permission became necessary for 
husband's second marriage. The recommendations of Justice Rashid Commission (menti 
above) were not all embodied; nonetheless, some progress was made compared to before. 


Prior to this, the Child Marriages Restraint Act of 1929 recommended fourteen years a. 
marriageable age for girls, and the Dissolution of Muslim Marriages Act of 1939 defined 
grounds on which women could seek divorce, for example, cruelty and non-mainten 
Although the MFLO of 1961 was by no means radical, and the punishment for the secong 
Marriage was minor (an easily ignored small fine) with annulment not being an option, it Was, 
nonetheless, a small Step in the diréction of women's rights. Such achievements were Possible 
because APWA did not challenge the military dictatorship which defined itself as benevolent, 
moderate and modern. Even though the law was relatively weak, modest and moderate in 
relation to expectations, it was vehemently opposed by the Ulema who spoke against it from 
pulpits and condemned it as tampering with the Quran. Women retaliated by launchin a 
movement in support of the Family Laws Ordinance, and in Lahore Begum Nasim Jahan leg a 
march against the clerics which ended with the burning of the effigy of Maulana Abbas Ali Khan, 
a virulent opponent, in front of the Punjab Assembly. The absence of a vibrant women’s rights 
movement or feminist struggle was one of the reasons that when Fatima Jinnah stood in the 
elections against Ayub Khan in 1965, he used the Ulema to declare that a woman could not be the 
head of state in a Muslim country.

Ayub Khan's accusations that Fatima Jinnah was an Indian and American agent, and an 
unfeminine and un-motherly figure were not met with indignation and anger, unlike the effect of 
such accusations against Benazir Bhutto decades later, when they were met with scorn, anger, 
and uproar. Ironically, in an attempt to remove Ayub Khan and gain power, the Jamaat-e-Islami 
supported Fatima Jinnah and radically altered its earlier position that women could not become 
heads of state in an Islamic country. There was a proliferation of women's organizations in. the 
1960s and 1970s, some concerned with welfare, others with economic and professional aims, and 
still others based on economic empowerment. Some of these include the Behbud “Association 
formed in 1967 for social welfare and income-generation activities, and the exclusive Soroptimist 
Club, also established in 1967, which worked with women in senior™managerial and 
administrative positions. The women's organizations worked together cooperatively and many 

had the same members on their boards, for example, Miriam Habib, the firsttecognized woman 
journalist in Pakistan, served on the executive boards of many organizations. The shared visions 
and common concerns led to a great deal of mutual interaction and collaboration. 


Zulfiqar Ali Bhutto (1972-77) 


Ayub Khan's regime ended in 1968 after massive street protests against his dictatorship. 
However, power was grabbed by another military dictator, Yahya Khan during whose tenure 
national elections were held and won convincingly bythe Awami League, a party based in Eas! 
Pakistan. However, rulers failed to transfer power and 
initiated a military operation in East Pakistan which ended in 1971 with the secession of the

Following this, a semi-autonomous Pakistan Women’s Institute was set up in Lahore to mark the 
WY. In 1976, a thirteen-member Women’s Rights Committee was set up chaired by Yahya 

iar, the first Attorney General of Pakistan. It included nine women, some of whom had 
. ^ Pressing for a commission to determine the status of women to make recommendations to 
™prove their Situation. This demand was mainly pushed by Nasim Jahan, Miriam Habib, 

hida Patel and Zari Sarfraz.

In the 1970s, women's organizations such as Shirkat Gah, ae ees and th, 
Women's Front arose. The Women's Front, based in Lahore, was 4 ae gna OF aggressive y 
radical left-wing Punjab University students, but it petered out Mer t Sud e eeka 2 
moved on. This group contested union elections and won both seats ae Me w Organize 
chapters in other cities such as Sargodha and Multan. Their slogan Was, wemen and Politics a 
one.‘ Aurat, based in Islamabad, was composed of left-wing university teachers and Students and 
worked in low-income neighbourhoods for the depressed classes. The organization brought outa 
newsletter which focused on the class struggle and wrote about male domination. However, lack 
of funding and human resources meant that it could nol be sustained. Some members of th, 
organization later founded the Aurat Foundation which focused on a range of women’s issues, 
Several organizations for women began to emerge in various cities, however some became 
pivotal in launching an active and vibrant women’s movement. Shirkat Gah was also establishe d 
in the 1970s and became central during subsequent decades as the Women Action Forum 
emerged from this organization. The idea arose from the International Women’s Year and ig 
1976, educated urban middle class women formed Shirkat Gah as a publication and resource 
centre for women. It promoted the social and economic development of women and carried out 
research and ‘consciousness-raising’ activities. Shirkat-Gah set up a women's hostel and day-care 
centres for working women. Beginning from the post-partition period to the end of the PPP's rule 
in 1977 through a military coup, the relationship of the women's movement with the nascent 
state remained devoid of conflict and confrontation. The governments, whether civil or militaty, 
supported the women's organizations in-so-far as they remained within the confifies of 
traditional norms and engaged in welfare work.

The women’s organizations remained concerned with women's economic uplift, 
development and consciousness-raising and did not offer political resistance. They gained a few 
rights and concessions from both the civilian and military governments. with which the 
relationship was characterized by collaboration and mutual accommodation. The women's 
organizations of the time did not challenge the legitimacy of the military government or its 
attitude towards Fatima Jinnah. Similarly, they failed to question or resist the Islamist provisions 
of the 1973 constitution, the lesser status of non-Muslim citizens, thé declaration of Islam as the 
state religion, and the forcing out of Ahmadis from the pale of Islauin 1974. These steps and other 
measures, such as the banning of alcohol and gambling, the.declaration of Friday as the weekly 
holiday, all done to appease the religious lobby, set the stage for the Pakistan National Alliance 
(PNA) movement against Bhutto which culminated into military takeover and aggressive 


Islamization. The women's organizations operating át'that time appear to have been quiescent and | 


willing to ignore the larger questions of democracy.and justice as long as women received a few 

rights. However, the few rights that they achiéved/during the Ayub and Bhutto periods were also 

subjected to continual challenge from the religious orthodoxy bent upon taking Pakistan in a 

ane direction from its inception. These efforts gained momentum in the ensuing period d 

iride Zia-ul-Haq's military rule when the orthodoxy gained ascendancy thereby rudely 
ening women's groups intemobjlizing to defend the few rights they had won. 
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ntensifie : EMaway to Islamize Pakistan based on the Deobandi /Wahabi 
version derived from Jamaat-elslami and Saudi Arabian articulations of Islam. Radical changes 
were made in the school curr icula, educational policies, the media and the judiciary to strengthen 
ihe tenuous Islafnic.credentials of the regime. Harsh punishments, such as flogging and stoning 
to death, were borrowed from the Saudi model and journalists as well as iawyers were not 
spared in/the.drive to ‘cleanse’ society of all the evils of socialism that Bhutto had propagated. 

y the economy was exempted from the so-called Islamization as it was based on an 
international fiscal system in which interest had to be paid. However, Zakat, Ushr and Islamic 
panking forms were introduced to justify the resort to religion. 


General Zia’s Islamization drive was not confined to the public sphere as he wanted to 
restructure and regulate the private one also. Salaat Committees were constituted to ensure that 
people prayed regularly and observed other Islamic injunctions. With a relentless focus on piety 
in the private sphere and control over the personal lives of citizens, an inordinate amount of 
attention fell upon women who were seen as the repositories of culture, religion and tradition. 
The veil and the four walls were emphasized, piety in dress codes was imposed by vigilantes 
operating in the public sphere, and violence was used to ensure compliance with official 
measures. The entire legal structure was reconstructed to institutionalize discrimination against 
women and non-Muslim citizens. A number of discriminatory laws including the Hudood 
Ordinance of 1979, the Qisas and Diyat Ordinance and the Law of Evidence of 1934 were 
promulgated. The Qisas and Diyat law privatized the crime of murder and saved the 
perpetrators of ‘honour killing’. The Law of Evidence reduced women's testimony In à court of 
law to half that of men. 


In 1983, the Ansari Report of the Council of Islamic Ideology recommended that ore 
participation in politics should be limited to nominated women over the age of fitty. In den d 
Shariat Bill (9th Amendment) threatened to abolish the Family Laws Ordinance ot 1961. In 
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large number of women who worked at universities and other places. However, it was th

the two previous dispensations. From that point on, the relationship à "us Heus and 
State transformed radically from the mutual accommodation of the earlier decades to conf, 
confrontation and contestation. 

The Zina Ordinance of 1979 conflated adultery with rape and erased the distinction 
between them. This law made it virtually impossible to prove rape and, upon failure to Proveri 
the woman was transformed into the culprit while the rapist went scot-free. The punishment fos 
adultery was stoning to death. The harsh punishments in the name of Islam mobilizeg the 
women into taking action. Following the year of its promulgation, a large number of rura] and 
urban women from the economically marginalized groups were booked under false cases of 
Hudood and languished in jails for years. 

In 1981, a group of women met in Shirkat Gah Karachi and formed the Women Action 

Forum (WAF). In a short span of time, there were chapters in Lahore, Islamabad and Peshawar 
For the next decade, WAF became the face of the women's movement in Pakistan, although the: 
Sindhiani Tehreek in Sindh was a radical organization which used direct action as a method to 
fight not only the military regime but also patriarchy as articulated in interior Sindh. WAF used 
picketing, demonstrations, processions, rallies, signature campaigns, consciousness raising, 
telegrams, writing and other strategies to register protest and oppose the regime's draconian 
measures. Each chapter functioned somewhat differently, depending upon the local context and 
ethnic mix, nevertheless WAF fought against the discrimination in law, Spectator sports 
educational segregation, media regulations, dress codes, and the steady march towards 4 
theocratic state. 


In 1983, when the Pakistan Women Lawyers gave a call to march to the High Court witha 
petition against the then proposed Law of Evidence, a large number of WAF members joined the 
demonstration and were baton-charged and tear-gassed on the Mall, Lahore. WAF's profile was 
raised internationally and it made headlines in the national press as well as the international media. 
Subsequently, there was no turning back and WAF frequently resorted to pickets, démonstrations 
and protest tallies. The resistance to military rule and fundamentalism was riot mounted only 
through the traditional methods of protest but also manifested itself in cultural forms such as 
poetry, literature, music, dance, theatre, films, art and painting. Kishwar Naheed’s Hum Gunahgar 
Aurtain (We Sinful Women) and Fehmida Riaz's poem Chaadar Aur Chaárdivari (the veil and the 
four walls) became anthems for the movement, along with Habib Jalib's'farnous poem read out at 
the February 12, 1983 demonstration in Lahore. The work of Salima(Hashmi in painting, Madeeha 

Gauhar in theatre, Sheema Kirmani in dance and theatre, Sabiha Sumar in film-making, Sherry 
Rehman in journalism, Attiya Dawood and Azra Abbas in poetry, and Zahida Hina and Khalida 
Hussain in Urdu literature testifies to the multi-dimensional nature of the resistance. However, the 
pus of WAF came With a price in that the differing voices. within the WAF platform led to some 
te ae Aed AE fo ue 5 goals. At one point the debates led to a um

In 19830 NAE iid used the strategy of inviting religious clerics who espoused liberal 

interpretations of religion and rejected the official state version being imposed across the board. 
This pragmatism was merely a strategy since many of the women in their personal lives had a 
secular outlook. Some of the members believed that the regime had to be contested and resisted 
ofits own turf with competing interpretations. There was a need to emphasize that what 
constituted ‘true’ Islam was ultimately a matter of interpretation. Additionally, as Mumtaz ^nd 
Shaheed pointed out, a large number of customs, traditions and cultural practices which in faci 
violated Islamic injunctions were being justified by recourse to Islam. It was, therefore, vital to 
sift culture, tradition and custom from religion. It was necessary to separate other versions of 
Islam from the homogenized singular one emanating from the regime. Furthermore, it was 
argued that WAF would have to function within the social, political and ideological context of the 
country and ideologies, such as secularism, would alienate the more conservative element within 
the movement. Opposed to this perspective was the one forwarded by secular and socialist 
women within the movement, who argued that the strategic use of Islamic arguments would 
become self-defeating as women would be ‘playing on the mullahs’ wicket’. There were difiering 
shades of opinion among the more secular women, which ranged from a strong belief in the 
human rights framework to those who envisioned a socialist society. However, liberal feminism 
was the dominant strand'as the human rights discourse seemed less threatening than d or 
communist ideas. Those on the secular side of the debate argued that the country does not in o 
singular and monolithic reality; rather there were multiple realities and Islam peine dd] 
one of those realities. Beyond religion, there was ethnicity, class, caste, ee an tpe. E 
regional identities. The majority of the people were not so focused on € SUPP sic ges 
Isl issues. In any case, there was no threat to religion as | 
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able to emerge from it. For every libera] and modernist cleric, there were scores Whose 
interpretation was fundamentalist, orthodox and literal. However, there were all kin ds i 
complications as there have not been movements, such as the Reformation, in Islam since there i 
no Church from which to separate the state. 


In Western countries, secularization has a long history going back to the Renaissą 
Reformation, and Enlightenment, urbanization, industrialization and Capitalism, ‘ 
seculartzation of Christianity was steeped in social, political and ideological movements and dig 
not arise suddenly. In post-colonial states like Pakistan a modern secular democratic state had tg 
be constructed from scratch. Another conundrum for the women's movement was that While 
feminism is premised on the idea that the personal is political, secularism separates the Persona 
from the political because it separates the private from the public. It bans religion into the Private 
sphere (usually associated with women) while making the public masculine sphere of Politics 
and commerce free of religious constraints. For feminists, it is contradictory to assert that the 
personal is political while simultaneously demanding a secular state. After a long ang 


obstreperous debate which lasted into the early 1990s, WAF declared that it stands for a 
democratic and secular state.

WOMEN'S ISSUES OR ALL ISSUES 


Another debate that occupied WAF in the early years was whether to keep its focus on 
strictly women’s issues or widen its scope to other related ones. The issue came up when some 
women were wrongly dismissed from their jobs in a private industry. Those insisting on a strictly 
feminist framework argued that since the women were not being oppressed on the basis of,theit 
gender but their employment, this discrimination does not fall within a feminist approach. 
Others argued that the discrimination against women in the workplace is as much,asfeminist 
issue as any other and, ultimately, some WAF members did take up the issue ofjlabour and 
employment rights However, the larger issue that incited a heated debate withity WAF was 
whether or not to participate in the Movement for Restoration of Democracy (MRD) against 
General Zia's illegal takeover and the end of democracy in the country. WAF Karachi was 
already active on the issue as Sindh was the most affected province ‘in terms of the regime's 
backlash against the PPP, and the Karachi Chapter had been actively developing bridges along 
ethnic lines, as well as addressing the larger political questions, of thé time. In WAF Lahore, 
however, some of the staunch feminists believed that involvemént.in the larger political issues 
wouid lead to women becoming subsumed, as the history of Deft’ movements indicates. They 
argued that although democracy was an issue for women; nonetheless, it was not specific to 
WODE Furthermore, they felt that womanpower, lime\and energy to work on specifically 
women's issues were already in short supply so there was a danger of the few active women 
spreading themselves too thin.

Neo-liberalism, the State and ‘Civil Society’ 


The close interrelations between neo-liberalism and the rise of all kinds of organizations 
loosely called "civil society’ were observed in many countries across the globe. As Jude Howell 
and Jenny Pearce observe: For donors, civil society is a force for and ingredient of 
democratization, as well as a natural component of a market economy. In legitimizing civil- 
society strengthening programmes, donors make frequent reference to the potential of civil 
society, to hold in check the state, to serve as the moral pulse of society and to further democratic 
values. By reducing the power of the state and increasing the role of the market, it is assumed 
that civil society too will flourish and will in turn encourage further economic liberalization. 


In the former Soviet republics, as indeed elsewhere, there was a push to create a ‘civil 
society’ to diminish the power of allegedly authoritarian states. The idea was extended under the 
rubric of "global governance' to become a global civil society. These good governance measures, 
Promoted by the World Bank, became the political face of economic globalization. As Viviene 

aylor insightfully observes: Global governance and efficient management have become the new 
mantras of international agencies and institutions at the same time as the power of lies and $e 
uclly of states to govern is being reorganized and red iene d aq eiie:

Contemporary Issue 


In 2014, the madrassa students of the Jamia Hafsa, led by Lal Masjid in the heart of 
Islamabad, openly announced their allegiance to Abu Bakar Al-Baghdadi, the leader of the 
Daaish. Jamia Hafsa women were shown in a video tape urging Pakistani militants to join the 
ranks of the Islamic state. The women’s movement is no longer pitted only against the patriarchal 
social, economic and political structures; there is now palpable danger from non-state actors who 
challenge the writ of state. The dilemma that this situation poses for women is that on the one 
hand they must challenge the state for its denial of their rights, and on the other they have no 
choice but to support the state against those who seek to overrun itand impose their own system. 
How feminists negotiate their path through these complex situations remains to be seen.

In a modern sense, colonialism is a general description of 
the state of subjection—political, economic, and 
intellectual-—of a non-European society as a result of the 
process of colonial organization. Colonialism deprives a 
society of its freedom and its earth and, above all, it 

leaves its people intellectually and morally disoriented.

Colonialism, as a historical phenomenon, refers to foreign domination which implies thal 
the colonized area is regulated in a manner known as ‘unequal exchange’. Colonized societies 
are intended to serve the interests of the ruling country. Thus, by colonialism, we means 
system of political and social relations between two countries—of which one is the ruler and 
the other is its colony. 

There are four common characteristics of colonialism: 

1. Political and legal domination over an alien Society. 

2. Relations of economics and political dependence, 


3. Exploitation between imperial powers and the Colony. 
4. Racial and cultural inequality.

Eurocentric capitalist power is organized around 
two axes: the coloniality of power and modernity, The battle-axes over the control of each area of 
existence in such a way that the meaning and forms of donunatión in cach acea are thoroughly 
infused. by lhe modernity and colonialily of power. So, the struggles over control of "sexual 
Reess, its resources and products" define the domain of sex or gender and the disputes, in turn, 
can be understood as organized around the axes of coloniality and modernity. 

To understand the place of gender in pre-colonial societies, it is pivotal to understand the 
nature and scope of changes in the social structural processes of establishing colonial or 
modern patterns imposed by Eurocentric capitalism. These changes were introduced through 
heterogeneous, slow, and erratic processes that cruelly inferiorized colonized women. 
Coloniality of power was introduced thoroughly informed gender system. Gender in colonial 
societies is also pivotal in understanding the degree and importance of the gender system in 
decaying egalitarian relations, communal relations, and ritual-thinking, decision-making and 
collective authority. It should be clear by now that the colonial-modern-gender system cannot 
exist without the coloniality of powers since the stratification of the people in terms of race or sex is 
anecessary condition of its possibility.

In other words, if we give up the idea that the 
functioning of the heart can explain the functioning of the whole human body, then we seem to 
Wave given up the idea that we can find one “organizing principle" that explains gender 
oppression in capitalism. We can still grant that the economic logic of capitalism explains 
something, or even a great deal about gender oppression, but we nevertheless need a variety of 
other critical analyses that are linked with the analysis of class exploitation, and with each other, 
in complex and historically contingent ways. In other words, it seems to me that a radically 
historicized and complex version of the unitary theory, in fact, makes it more or less 
indistinguishable from a historicized version of the second thesis, which calls “indifferent 
capitalism” - the thesis that the relationship between capitalism and gender oppression is 
opportunistic and historically contingent. 


Indifferent Capitalism 
When discussing this second “indifferent capitalism” thesis if we switch back to a narrower, 
essentially economic understanding of capitalism as a distinct mode of production and highlight 
one of its key defining features: in capitalist modes of production, production aims at capitalist 
accumulation — the maximization of profits. All other normativities are subservient to this 
werriding goal. When we focus on its economic logic, capitalism now appears to have a merely 
Contingent and opportunistic relationship to gender oppression. When women’s subordination 
and gendered division of labour are beneficial for the goal of capitalist accumulation, capitalism 
Works in tandem with mechanisms of gender oppression. In geographical locations and historical 
Periods in which the reverse is true, however, it is completely conceivable that capitalism and 
eminism are, in fact, allies. In other words, there is no intrinsic or essential relationship between 
hem. The feminists who argue that capitalism is good for women have readily appropriated this

Decade of Development: 


Modernization theory was subject 
lo criticism from many quarters by the 
lie 1960s. Women issues of 
development theory were also criticized 
from different quarters. Although since 
the start of 1960s, the UN has marked 
each official “decade of development" 
with a declaration summarizing the lessons learnt from past experience and its priorities for the 
coming ten years. The declaration that announced the First Development Decade (1961-1970) was 
devoid of any specific reference to women. Between the 1960s and 1970s, the feminist 
Movements gained momentum and the research done by women scholars clearly pointed out 
that the so-called modernization theory of development promoted by the development 
agencies had not benefited the women and in some cases had adverse effect on the women in 

Third World. Women had not been given access to new productive opportunities; 
technology had not liberated them from domestic drudgery; gender-neutral outcomes had not

WORLD SYSTEM THEORY AND GENDER 


World Systems Theory, like dependency theory, suggests that wealthy countries benefit 
from other countries and exploit those countries citizens. In contrast to dependency theory, 
however, this model recognizes the minimal benefits that are enjoyed by low status countries in 
the world system. The theory originated with sociologist Wallerstein who says, the modern 
fation state exists within a broad economic, political, and legal framework which he calls a 
"world System." Just as individual behaviour cannot be understood without reference the 
Sociocultural system in which they are members, individual societies or nation states cannot be 
understood without reference to the world-system in which they are embedded. M nation 
Slates are all part of the world system of capitalism, and it is this world system that Wallerstein

WOMEN LABOUR AND GLOBALIZATION 


The consequences of world economic integration are complex. e ee gender ang 
income inequities have been reduced. But it has probably done very uce long-term 
gender inequities. Economic arguments on the effects of ae ae sa Miet fall into ty 
broad groups: one intensely critical and the other basically optimist.c, put with reservations an 
qualifications. From the critical point of view, economic globalization has largely Negative 
consequences for women. It confines them to low pay, low status, often part-time jobs that 
reinforce their subordination and perpetuate the de-valorization of women’s work in mos 
societies. Demand among multinational firms for cheap, flexible labour has encouraged offshore 
production using low-paid women. The removal of barriers to transnational investment, far from 

empowering women, has brought them dismal jobs in offshore production sites where they are 
subject to sexual discrimination and harassment. Women, however, remain excluded from the 
more stable and higher-paying jobs in heavy industry. Furthermore, competition from joreign 
firms undercuts efforts to help women launch local "micro enterprises". Some women may 
benefit from new jobs, but their work is highly exploitative and features low wages, poor 
working conditions, suppression of trade unions, and little opportunity for security or 
advancement. In addition, the structural adjustment and market liberalization policies that have 
accompanied globalization are particularly damaging to women. They Jeàd to cuts in public 
sector jobs that are often disproportionately held by women, they undercut social programmes 
that benefit women, and they inhibit labour organization by women. Further, in an increasingly 
volatile economic context, women are often the first to suffer if times of financial crisis. Evidence 
Pune Mu: Asian financial crisis, show that women were more likely to lose their jobs than men 
ecological aS eae the s i ue igen.

The Feminization of the Labour Force 


One of.-the "characteristics of this whole process (opening and deregulation) is the 
feminization o£ the labour force. It's starting point in the analysis of that change, a time-series 
investigation from 1975 to 1994 of male and female participation rate where, the concept of 
jeminization was introduced. This analysis states that in the majority of the countries, total workforce 
eases and at the same time there is a decrease of masculine participation rate in labour force, 
which suggests an important change in the gender labour system (which is known as "substitution 
hypothesis"). This time-series investigation also points out certain tendencies concerning the 
feminization: i) In industrialized countries, women at a grand scale get into the "formal" labour 
market, while in every developing and industrialized country, the rate of female unemployment 
decreases to a lesser level than that its masculine percentage, ii) Women occupy traditional male jobs 
and this could lead to a decrease of labour sexual segregation. iii) There is a progressive increase of 
"repetitive tasks" with little mobility, upon modern tasks that encourages occupational mobility 
and also increases precarious jobs due to the capital preference of a more "disposable" workforce. 

Feminist investigators differ from Standing, pointing out that there is not an important 
decrease in the labour segregation or in the interpretation of the coincidence of the rate of female 
participation growth, with the growth of different forms of precarious jobs. Armstrong (1996) 
characterizes this coincidence as gendered “harmonizing down trend”, The largest inclusion of 
women is linked to a growing pressure over their wages and on the feminization of new market 
segments which in turn deteriorates the wages of a certain percentage of masculine workforces 
(Berger, S 2001). In this meaning, Bakker (1996) tackles the simultaneous intensification and 
gender erosion of the job market and Fudge (1991) have defined feminization and page us 
dual Process that implies the growth of female labour force participation and an increase of pa 
tme, temporary, underpaid and insecure work forms.

The role of women in socio-economic development was entirely overlooked til] the 1970, 
This oblivicusness is not astounding since the areas of study within sociology, along with the 
study of international development, have principally been determined by hegemonic Male 
benefits. Campaigner and feminist researchers criticized modernization theory as prejudiced dus 
to the oversight of women and initiated exploring the correlation between internationa] 
development and gender Inequality. Boulding (1976) discussed that women have always been 
significant players in antiquity, but their foremost accomplishments were made imperceptible 4 
their uneven seclusion within the domestic household. The primary development theory tha 
incorporates gender was entitled ‘Women in Development’ (WID), which was an augmentation 
òl the modernization approach. Boserup (1970) examined in her book, ‘Women’s Role in Econom). 
Development as to how International economic development, by way of a gendered proces, 
contrariwise affected women and men. She lamented that women had been departed 
everlastingly from the traditional development process and had not advantaged from 
development exertions that had targeted Latin America, Africa and Asia. She theorized that 
women's subordination and resultant exploitation in poor countries was the outcome of their 
€lirmination from waged labour, on the other hand gender was transforming from conventional 
to Poat-conventionalism ie, human rights and justice in wealthier slates. She further Suggested 
that women should be included in the economic development process in order to reap the ful] 
rewords of socio-economic development. Boserup supported Kuznets’ (1955) 'curvilinear' 
relationship of development and inequality that the process of development and gender 
inequality was an ‘inverted u-shaped’ curve, In the preliminary stages of the economic 
development process, the gender disparity increases bul later on it slarts to decrease with the 
socio-economic developments. 

Women in Development (WID) theorists argued that gender disparities were-likely to 
diminish by way of a country developed because of surge in economic opportunities and Stable 
economic competition, WJD theorists likewise modernization theorists, too,<{bélieved that 
economic competition dispel, discernment. Competition was anticipated No ‘dispel gender 
disparities in education, occupations, jobs, training, finance and general discernments. WID 
further argued in favour of women's access to education, jobs, capilal and othér rights to achieve 
gender equality. 

Openness to trade, as a form of economic globalization, may have optimistic 
reimbursements for women to achieve equality. It is asserted tha. North American trade policies 
like, the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), ‘have’ fashioned long-lasting job 
opportunities for women (United Nations Development Fund’ for Women 2000). Openness to 
trade is system of economic development that has been found to increase revenues (Frankel & 
Romer,1999) and the countries using liberal trade slralepies are also frequently those countries 
with high human development Index (as measured by the UN's human development indicator). 


Diffusion of WID's amongsl the development theorists and the economists gave birth lo 
Render equality as a development goal in(ils own right and has been acknowledged in the 
Convention on the Elimination of All Forms of Discrimination against Women (CEDAW), 
currently signed and endorsed by a majority of poor states. The WID framework was promptly 
acknowledged by many aid apencícs-ahd JOs including the USAID. In agreement with the wID 
Perspective, women’s inclusion into development policies was an unexploited reserve which can 
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Women have been attaining an enlarged portion of numerous kinds of jobs, but this has not 
pæn escorted by a restructuring of domestic, household, and childcare duties. Women are 
accountable for what we named the roles of "breeder-feeder-producer'. Boulding argued that 
women have had a three-way role of reproduction (breeding), taking care (feeding) and 
engaging in productive work (producing). Roles of breeder and feeder have been solely allocated 
to women in most of the societies. Boserup's idea of assimilating of women into the prevailing 
frameworks of development did not need a critique of this sex-based division of household work. 
Furthermore, she was not critical of the process of development itself and did not see it as 
innately problematic. 


First and foremost criticism petitioned against the WID perspective has been that it does not 
encounter the patriarchal and hegemonic capitalist economic systems. WID theorists miscarried 
lo recognize women's manipulation as chunk of the larger global system of wealth amassing. 
Secondly, WID thinkers did not interrogate why women had not fared as well as men, or discover 
the structure of women’s subordination and coercion. WID only focused on how women could 
have better opportunity to participate and how they could be amalgamated into prevailing 
systems and plans. Thirdly, Most of the time, WID presumed that access to workforce would 
Change women's destiny generally. But in numerous circumstances, women had not been enm 

&ision-making power. Consequently, as their income grows, they may still not baal = 
authority to choose how and where to spend the income. The biggest reality that i

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WOMEN AND DEVELOPMENT 


By way of criticism on the WID perspective, anew academic framework called ‘Gender and 
Development’ (GAD) emerged in the 1980s. Gender and Development ned focused on Why 
women have tactfully been located in substandard or subordinate roles in development Process, 
Furthermore, the community of GAD scholars began to enquire the real sense of developmen, 
and the objectives of integrating women into the economic development process. GAD initiateg 
to encounter the ‘system’ of development and its actual goals like dependency and World system, 
The desirability of every country to ‘develop’ in the same manner of US was questioned by Some 
GAD theorists since the level of development in the United States was, arguably, not Sustainable, 

Impact of historic colonization on the present world economic system was recognized ang 
criticized by GAD theorists. World system position of a country is not only the major 
determinant of a country’s level of economic disparity, but also a clairvoyant of cross-national 
gender inequality. Ignoring the prolific role of women in development, the most core-sponsoreg 
developmental programmes have only paid particular attention to men as economic actors. 
Women are over and over again disadvantaged by the world system by way of their gender and 
position in the peripheral (Ward 1988). For instance, the peripheral country's women are 
underprivileged as compared to those of core one, but then again also in relation to periphera] 
men. The influx of the capilalist system and goods manufacturing has given rise to control of 
men that enabled them to dominate overvalued economic assets in the periphery countries, 
When changes were familiarized by outside powers for example war and expatriate officials, 

periphery's economic resources went under the control of men. Men's control over the circulation 
of (sse new economic means was due to patriarcha! culture of periphery. 


Contrasting the WID approaches, GAD showed reservations over present and past socio- 
cc momic and political organizations. The conjectural origins of GAD were traced from socialist- 
lemmism, which connects the production-reproduction relations and the capitalistic designs to 
patriarchy, Patriarchy interacts with economic spheres through state policies and corporation 
globally to take maximum advantages of gender ideologies and norms. 


Patriarchy and capitalism both are considered as promoting the variation. inequality that 
women have faced during development processes. For that reason, socialist-fefninist academics 
claim that only economic changes cannot eradicate gender disparity/since the patriarchal 
structure would still be there. As an alternative, a resolution to the matrix of development and 
disparity should deal both capitalism and patriarchy with the $ame approach. Research on 
development needs to encounter Prevailing power relations befween male and female in order to 
achieve women empowerment. The flaw of the GAD paradigm is that it is not certainly 
assimulated into contemporary development and aid programmes. GAD have need of an 
assurance from governments as well as global organizations to introduce hefty alterations to 
long-established organizations and institutions. 

GAD thinkers have admitted that women 
a variety of policies contingent on their race, 
other words they incorporated intersectionali 
leading races get advantages from policies 
women. As it discussed earlier that dependén 
inequality has the variance between the ‘core’ 
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formal workforce. Using a United Nations’ measure, Akhter (2006) established that the amount of 
dassical ‘dependency i.e. the magnitude of the export-economy, truly had a positive effect 
women empowerment. The UN measure includes, first, economic Participation and decision- 
making, Secondly, political participation and decision-making and thirdly, power over economic 
resources. His finding may be, to some extent, elucidated by the statement that the magnitude of 
the export economy is certainly related with the high proportion of women in the service sector 
of economy. Meyer (2003) in her cross-national research also found that the effects of economic 
globalization can be positive for women that lead them towards empowerment. She concluded 
that big export economies and highly goods concentrated countries had minor levels of work- 
related gender segregation. Denis (2003) in his research conducted in Barbados found that foreign 
investment, caused an age of high redundancy for women while besides having positive effects 
on females’ professional opportunities. 


In opposition, many other researchers found a positive relationship between women’s 
status and foreign investments. Adler (1994) argues that TNCs and MNCs recruit more females 
for managerial posts because they understand the worth of hiring brilliant women in a very 
antagonistic global economy. Yu and Villarreal’s (2007) study on Mexico found that the FDI does 
nol lessen the women employment and women are more probable to be engaged in international 
firms but they are opposed by nationally possessed businesses. Furthermore, they also 
‘onstituted that women working in internationally-owned companies were less likely to be 
*ploited them in terms of pay. For example, they conclude that the global economic integration 
of Mexico has created employment opportunities for women. Richards and Gelleny (2007)

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STRUCTURAL ADJUSTMENT POLICIES 


Structural Adjustment Policies are economic policies as defined by World Bank (2001) 
which countries must follow in order to qualify for new World Bank and International Monetar, 
Fund (IMF) loans and help them make debt repayments on the older debts owed to Commerciaj 
banks, governments ənd the World Bank, These policies amalgamate short-term counterpoisin 
methods and longer-term adjustment procedures, particularly succeeding the oil Price 
breakdown of 70s and the world downturn of the 80s, that were whichever Practiceg 
chronologically or concurrently or coming together on each other. Structural Adjustment Policies 
(SAPs) were categorized as: 

e an emphasis on economic growth; 

e light fiscal policies reducing the public budget deficit; 

e tight monetary policies reducing the money supply; 

e wage and price policy to control inflation 

e wide-ranging privatization and liberalization; 

e charging for basic services; 

e withdrawal of the state from production and marketing; and 

e exchange rate policies to reduce the balance-of-payments deficits. 

SAPs’ elementary goals offered by aid-giving agencies were to assist the states in economic 
catastrophe by utilizing their own assets in a well-organized manner, to revive growth rates 
along with the policy options of the World Bank and the IMF and to restore the balance-of- 
payments equilibríum. Nonetheless, there was nothing new in this approach. In a similar fashion, 
without taking into consideration the societal and cultural environment and the impact\on 
diverse segments of the population, the development strategies that have been unsuccessful in 
the past, SAPs were off the shelf, drafted in the north for those in the south. As a result, this 'one- 
size-fits-all’ methodology, cold-hearted to the states’ certain conditions, have been faryaway from 
being beneficial to the social wellbeing and economic situations of underdeveloped countries and 
their masses, as strappingly condemned all over the world, 


International Financial Institutions (IFIs) have altered their developntent approaches to 
reshape macro-leve] strategies in the aim of decreasing poverty, in reaction to the global 
denunciation about the effects of SAP on humans, mainly with regafds.to poverty. A new policy 
was introduced in 1999 World Bank/IMF yearly conferences. ¿Ûnder the new strategy every 
country getting credits from these organizations had to formulate-a ‘Poverty Reduction Strategy 


Paper’ (PRSP) which drafts each country’s goals toward poverty elimination and articulates the 
strategies required lo attain these goals. 


There is a little difference in World Bank's and(the IMF’s macroeconomic models of SAPs 
and (Poverty Reduction Strategy Policy) PRSPs or PPRSPs. The core objective of SAPs was to 
accelerate economic growth through liberalizafion’and privatization, and now PRSPs and | 
PRSPs are also working in the same fashioneThe weak side of the old and the new strategies i5 
that the overall emphasis of the macroeconomic policies is on attaining higher development

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Devaluation and Trade Liberalization 


Devaluation and trade liberalization, combined with the removal of subsidies, is intended 
alter production incentives and encourage producers to increase the production of tradables by 
shifting resources from non-tradable to tradables whose prices increase after policy reform. The 
ment to which resources can be shifted depends on the supply response of these resources. Is the 
supply response of women as producers, traders, labourers and farmers positive? Are they able 
Wshare the benefits of these measures proportionately? These are some of the fundamental 
Westions related to women's share in development under today's development policies. Because 
‘mpltically, where higher economic returns are involved, it tends to be men who take over new 
Pportunities, Development in the agricultural sector, for instance, affects women particularly in 

* countries where they are heavily involved in this sector. These women are traditionally and 
hn ly concentrated in subsistence food-producing activities, which is the non-traded sector ot 
cultural production.

In labour surplus economies, the effects of trade liberalization together with devaluation 
may increase the labour-intensive exports. This provides more job opportunities for WOMEN singe 
they are usually concentrated in the production of labour-intensive exports. For example, in Chile 
following the substantial trade liberalization, firms laid off female workers first when business 
declined but they hired proportionately more female workers when business recovereq. ob 
reallocation rates were also more than twice as high for female workers as for male Workers 
Evidence from Chile and Colombia also indicates thal firms’ demand for female blue-collar workers 
is more elastic than for male blue-collar workers over recent periods of trade liberalization. 


The increasing demand for female labour in tradable manufacturing sectors in some parts 
of the world, such as Asia and the Caribbean, underlines the increased feminization of the labour 
force associated with SAPs which has worsened the distribution of income, pulling women into 
the labour force to supplement the family income. Trade adjustment policies have provided the 
opportunity for employers to seek out the cheapest labour to compete in the global market. This 
process has been made possible by substituting women for men and by converting many forms of 
work into jobs traditionally performed by men. On the other hand, the supply response of large 
female labour reserves, which were ready to work on low wages, has also played an importantyole 
in the feminization of labour. As a consequence, in the Philippines, for example, women.make up 
80 percent of the workforce in the Export Processing Zones. In Sri Lanka, the figure.is around 85 
percent. The cost of this process begins with the destruction of alternative remunerative jobs for the 
women, and for their male earning members in the households. This situatiói js followed by 
offering a new kind of ‘women work’ particularly for single, literate women} to earn higher 
wages than those offered elsewhere, but with long hours of stressful work.

Cut in Public Expenditures 


Although the cut in real wages and the employment haye@ffeeted both men and women, 
women's employment opportunities in some cases suffer the-most while in others women find 
better off than men. For example, women's rea] wages fell by 15 percent during the period 1976 
to 1984, while men's wages fell by just 11.4 percent. Similarly, in Sri Lanka and Taiwan, when 
employment of both men and women fell during the*recession, the employment of women fell 
Proportionately more. In addition, the rate of unemployment for women is usually higher than 
that for men. For instance, in 1984 unemploymênti Jamaica reached 36.5 percent for women in 
1984 as compared to 15.8 percent for men and(in\Barbados this was 15.1 percent for women and 
13 percent for men in 1985, A sharp increasé in unemployment among women was also found in 
Brazil and Chile. In many countries, for example Malaysia and the Philippines, the early spur! n 
women’s employment declined in the-1980s with thousands of young women losing their jobs:

The deterioration in publicly-provided social services, especially health and education, is 
likely to hit women harder than men because household investment in women's and girls 
education and nutrition appears to be more sensitive to policy-induced income shocks and price 
changes than similar investment in men and boys. 

The main reason of this loss of the women’s lives, as shown by different studies, is that 
households have to spend money for medical care which is difficult to afford, it is more 
ely to be Spent on the men and boys, than on women and girls. This is despite the fact that 
women need greater healthcare than other members of a family because of their heavy workload, 
T Which the Whole household depends.

participation to ‘female activities in education, health, and social services, where teaching and 
Ming are seen as extensions of women’s nurturing role into the public domain and thus tend to 
pe devalued. While in the informal sector, women work as petty traders and domestic workers in 
the services sector which are the worst-paid jobs, normally due to the concentration of female 
labour in these two activities. Occupational segregation is also reinforced by the social, cultural, 
religious patterns of a society, and discriminatory demand for labour on the basis of gender, 
especially in the developing countries. Thus occupational segregation and women's lack of 
mobility suggest that the increasing size of female labour force has created an oversupply of 
female candidates for the limited female dominated occupations which ultimately has pressed 
their wages down. The above analysis explains that there are distortions in the labour market as 
women who are confined to unpaid family labour, do not have equal job opportunities because 
of gender and occupational segregation, and are unable to move freely between employers to 
produce the best return for the highest pay. 


Two major critiques of SAPs have emerged in above discussion. The first dee P

Policies 


All of this implies that macroeconomic policies are not neutral as normally assumed, As 
Diane Elson (1991) has argued, apparently neutral concepts such as productivity increases and 
resource-switching assume that human resources are free and can be transferable between 
different activities at no cost and that "households and people will not fall apart under the Stress 
of the decisions that adjustment requires". To be sure, these critiques of SAPs have been Subject 
to debate on the basis that they have been made from case studies that could not be generalizeg 
In addition, the critiques are more conclusive for some countries and regions, such as Latin 
America, than for others. However, the accumulated evidence of many studies makes a Strong 
case for the feminist critiques, which even skeptics have admitted. 


The above literature review highlights the theoretical and empirical research related to 
economic dependency, inequality, and women’s status. Literature on culture and women’s status 
shows that Islamic and Latin American religious traditions negatively affect women's status. The 
economic denendency research on women's status has neglected the impact of political measures, 
The siate can impact the status of women through government spending, through a democratic 
government, and guaranteeing women's rights. According to dependency theory, dependent 
relationships between poor and rich countries create inequality. 


GLOBALIZATION AND GENDER 


Ever since the advent of the term and concept of ‘Globalization’, the world has not been the 
same.

(d) Globalization and poverty 


Surveys show that under conditions of globalization the limits on the state's abili 5 
provide social protection, provisioning of needs and human capital E become 
more strained. This poses a major challenge to poverty-eradication programmes e the efforts S 
respond to the needs of the less visible segments of the population especially Women 
children, in responding to their right to basic services and development of their capabilities, 

The withering away of the welfare state and increasing cost of social Services has 
constituted a uniformly negative outcome for poor women, in developed and developing Countries 
alike. The shift of societal costs of reproduction and maintenance of labour power and other welfare 
provisions from the public sector to a sphere where these costs are no longer visible, i.e, the 
household, is made possible by increasing women's workload within the household. 


The shock of market fluctuations, yet another immediate impact of integration into globa] 
markets with intensifying effects on poverty, are also absorbed by poor women by working 
harder both inside and outside the household. In many instances, women combine home-makin 
with reproductive activities in the household and rely more extensively on the use of children’s 
labour for domestic work, household’s production and cash earnings. 


and 


By and large, the adjustment costs associated with economic restructuring in many 
countries have increased the economic hardships for the poor. The human damage caused by 
economic deprivation in terms of one’s capabilities and future prospects in life, is greatest for 
those who are least prepared to withstand it, ie. poor women. In the long run, the impact of the 
shifting and adjustment costs onto society's most vulnerable groups results in disinvestriefit in 
human capabilities with far-reaching effects on society at large. 


(e) Globalization and migration 


Emerging global trends are also significantly altering the spatial and cross-border flows of 
labour. Globalization has created labour demand patterns which inherently favour short-term, 
temporary employment. As a result, a short-term contracted labour migratiorvappears to be on 
the rise with distinct gender differentiated consequences. Women, whose labour has low 
opportunity cost in the market and who are socially considered to be flexible labour are entering 
into new labour engagements more so than ever before. While migration may improve women's 
life chances, migrant women in some parts of the world are increasingly falling victim to 
trafficking, including for the purpose of sexual exploitation.)Due to the lack of effective 
international mechanisms that regulate and protect the rights of labour moving across national 
borders both legal and illegal migrants are vulnerable to.human rights abuses. 


(f) Globalization and technological change 


Due to the expanding reach of new communication technologies the use of technology for

Current Situation 

Unfortunately, from 1969 to today, Pakistan have had a dozen of education policies and five 
year plans but the challenges are still plaguing school-age children, particularly for girls’ education. 
These challenges include poverty and long-standing traditions. Many schools suffer from low 
attendance rates and a lack of suitable teachers. Poverty creates a large barrier to girls’ education, as 
many families value the additional income provided by a working child over sending their kids to 
xhool, Many young girls in Pakistan are hired for domestic help. In addition, families with 
mulliple children are more likely to prioritize the education of sons over daughters. 

In some Northern tribal areas of the country, cultural beliefs prohibit girls’ education. The 
well-known activist Malala Yousafzai is from this region and was viciously attacked by the 
Taliban for promoting, girls’ education. Pakistan has some of the worst education vies a

Our governments have announced different plans and policies to promote literacy, 
specially among women, as Governments have announced various programs to achieve its 
ducational objectives but they have been unable to translate their words into action because of 
arius social, cultural, economic and political obstacles. 

The major cause of this unfair treatment with the females regarding their education in 
2ikistan, especially in rural and tribal areas is due to the conservative thinking, Such people 
msider women’s education to be superfluous and pointless and are against the rules and. 
adinances of Islam. This thinking must be reviewed so that the faults should be elim:nated. Thus, 
*efemales which are kept out from the education should be given equal rights so that they can 
take them civilized and should later contribute to the empowerment of the national economy» 

By summing up the discussion, it is necessary to discuss that every child should receive 12 
‘tats of free education. Pakistan's Right to Education Act guarantees every child age five to 16 
3 right to free and compulsory education. But the Act does not cover the final two years of 
“ondary education girls need to thrive — and build a better future for their families,

Beijing Conference was a catalyst for Pakistan 
accession to CEDAW. Pakistan signed CEDAW in 1995 and ratified it on March 11, 1996. Pakistan 
women activists were demanding to ratify the CEDAW since 1983. 

During the government of Benazir Bhutto and Nawaz Sharif despite an early ratification of 
the CEDAW, little has been done according to CEDAW. This was due'to the political instability in 
Pakistan from 1988 to 1999. Pakistan did not submit eveh à single report to the CEDAW 
committee until 2004. In 2004, Pakistan submitted a repórt'which was consisted of two hundred 
pages but after that one hundred pages report was submittéd, which was also shared with no 
governmental organizations and civil society for inputs and comments. It was due to the better 
commitment under CEDAW that Pakistan in termis)of legislation, Criminal Amendment Act 2004 
was enacted. Pervaiz Musharraf was very much\concerned towards the better and soft image ?

The changes in Hudood-laws introduced b 
heir own likes and dislikes. Under this law ins 
used to punish the rape victims as alleging them for committing crime as adultery. The reality 
was thalthe Hudood laws were defective and were adopted under a pedant military regime. It 
was needed to be debated in the parliament and the discriminatory provisions should be 
repealed. On March 9, 2006 a seminar was organized by Aurat-foundation Peshawar and urged 
jhe government to change the Hudood laws, declaring that these laws had been a cause of 


women's victimization from decades and declared the Hudood-Ordinance a man-made law but 
Zia regime called it an Islamic law. 


Women Protection Act 2006 


In June 2006, the process to repeal the Hudood-Ordinance was started. General Pervaiz 
Musharraf called upon religious scholars to give recommendations in order to repeal the Hudood 
Laws. The Council of Islamic Ideology recommended that the state should rewrite the Hudood 
Laws and these laws should be in consonance to the Quran and Sunnah as well as incorporate to 
the Pakistan's Penal and Criminal Procedure Codes. 

It was finally decided that the laws concerning to zina should be reformed. The cabinet 
approved the draft amendments and a committee consisted of five ministers was set up to table 
the bill in the National Assembly. Although The Protection of Women Act 2006 was tabled by the 
Federal government in August. Jamat-e-Islami protested against the bill. They considered and 
declared it un-Islamic and the cause of vulgarity and westernization in the country. They claimed 
that this bill will not provide any protection to women rather will block the way of protection of 
Women. However on 1st December 2006, the bill was promulgated after receiving the assent of 
the President General Pervaiz Musharraf (DawnNews,lst jan,2007). In its preamble it was Ne 
that “it is necessary to provide relief and protection to Wane ean misuse and abuse of law

In this way the punishments for rape had been repealed. n ttie s - T rape each win 
face same punishments. In this way the victim of rape would be no more bound to produce foi 
male prous eve witness Muslims to present evidence. The person who Wie drea Or come 
with the charge of rape will not face the charges of zina and the ae antial evidences would 
be required to investigate the cases (Gazette of Pakistan, 2nd Dec, 2006). . 

The Protection of Women Act 2006, declared all the sexual acts of men against women 
under the age of sixteen and marital rape as an offense and these acts would be punishable under 
the insertion of new sections 493A, 496A, 496B and 496C. The man who cohabitates deceitfully 
inducing a belief of law- full marriage or take away women with criminal intent would face 
punishment of either description for a term which may extend to seven years and shall also be 
hable to fine. The protection of women act 2006 changed the reporting procedure of zina. It was 

required trom the complainant of zina falling under Hadood to come in the Session-Court with 
the tour pious Muslim witness evidences. One who would not be able to bring proves wotild be 
pumshable under the Qazf. The punishment of fornication “shall be imprisonment for/a)term 
which may extend to five years and shall also be liable to five" same punishments.were for false 
accusation of fornication. 

The definition of marriage which had become problematic was also«changéd under this 
law. Although this law was given the name of protection against women or. Women Protection 
Act but it did not provide the umbrella of protection to women totally becaüse the key demands 
which the women rights activists made in their campaign as the charige of rape laws were not 
included in the new rape definition as well (Gazette of Pakistan, 2011, p.266). 


The Criminal Law Amendment Act, 2010

On January 21, Senate passed bill Protection against Harassment of w 
ind this law was to make a code ‘of conduct and this code of conduc 
val harassment policy which"would be the part of every registered organization.

This law made it essential for every organization to have a code of conduct and a standing 
committee to deal the issues. Anybody who is the perpetrator of sexual harassment and 
committee found it not easy to hold accountable then this case can be taken to the offices of the 
ombudsperson. In the schedule 2(b) and (i) code of conduct for protection against harassment of 
women at the work place is mentioned. This code of conduct is for those people for whom it is 
difficult to understand the difficulties of the law (Raja, 2010, p.47). 

Main objective of this bill is to create a safe environment for women which will free of 
harassment. This Act mainly addressed two main rights of woman i.e. right to work and right to 
dignity. This bill made harassment crime for the first time in Pakistan's history. It is a 
breakthrough. Pakistani women face harassment at streets, at homes, at workplaces and at public 
Places. Women could not utilize their abilities in well manner due to the harassment, it had made 
Working environment very uneasy for women. It is the biggest hurdle in the ways of working 
Women's progress. The objective of this law is to create such a conducive environment, where 
People feel-free to work and earn their living, which will make them economically empowered. 
Economic empowerment is one of the major dimension of women empowerment. This law was 
N compliance with the commitment of government to international standard of women 
"Dowerment.

In Section 336-8 of the 
amendment it is stated that “whoever causes hurt by coercive substance shall be punished with 
life imprisonment of either description which shall not be less than fourteen years with a 
minimum fine of Rs. one million”(Mirza,2011,p.3). 

Now this law has been enacted and the criminals know that a law has been passed, 
counter and limit them doing these types of horrible crimes. Now they will realize that acid 
attacks are criminalized acts which will be punished as well as the seller of the acids would 
realize the selling of the acids is a crime and the selling is regulated and controlled. Now itis 
up to the police and implementation authorities that they check and monitor (he acid sale 

and purchase. 

Despite the enforcement of these laws, according to, Aurat foundatióh. à women’s rights 
organization in the year 2011 almost 8,000 examples of violence were recorded in which 44 were 
acid attacks. However the making of law is the first step and it is Up. step towards effective 
implementation (Zia, T, 2013). 

Domestic Violence (Prevention and Protection) Act, 2012 

The National Assembly passed this bill in 2009 buf itwas lapsed because Senate did not 
pass this bill within the three month period. The legislation of the bill was now to be taken up to 
the provinces after the passage of the eighteenth Amendment in the constitution. On 20th 
February, Senate unanimously passed the Domestic Violence Prevention and Protection Act 2012 
(Pak Today, 22nd Dec, 2012). This law is leap forward to the women empowerment in Pakistan 
and it is said that it is the most Progressive act Which is relating to the violence committed in the 
four walls of the house. Pakistani Worhén 'are considered as private property and domestic 
violence was not considered as a violénce at all. The domestic violence remained an issue of

during the second half of the nineteenth century American women began an organized struggle 
ij gain the right to vote in national elections, Though the fight to gain suffrage would last for 
several generations, the actions of US suffragists, as those fighting for female suffrage called 
themselves, were part of a movement to improve women's rights throughout the Western world. 


The women's suffrage movement, which began during a time of great social change in the 


mid-1800s, was closely linked with a women's rights movement, sometimes called the first wave 
of feminism. As they would during the women's li 
1970s, almost a hundred years later, lesbian and bisexual women led the American movement for 


women's suffrage.

As long as men have made laws abridging the rights of women, there have no doubt been 
women who spoke out against those laws. Many of their voices have been lost. However, one 
important early statement was Mary Wollstonecraft's Vindication of the Rights of Women, published 
in 1792. This work exerted great influence on the nineteenth-century suffragists. The atmosphere 
of social reform that characterized the nineteenth century was fertile ground for an organizea 
women's movement. This movement flourished throughout Europe, but was especially energized 
by the work of women in the United States and Great Britain. 

The event that marked the beginning of the women’s suffrage movement in the US was the 
Seneca Falls Convention, held in New York State on July 19 and 20, 1848. Organized L'y Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Lucretia Mott, and attended by about 250 women and 40 men, the convention 
addressed man issues of women's rights, including the right to vote.

‘0s. The National League of Republican Colored Women (NLRCW) lobbied with the NWP in 
124 and proposed legislation granting men and women of all races equal rights Socially, 
politically and economically, The bill was not passed, but women did succeed in getting one 
“ale-level equal rights bill passed in Wisconsin. The early efforts of the NWP and NURM put 

Plitical pressure on Democrats and Republicans to include women in equal rights legislation. 


Social Outcomes : 

The Suffrage movement created higher expectations for women. By the early twentieth

By comparing the effects of the Women's Suffrage Movement to the ed id Women's 
Rights Movement we can infer that the economic and social effects e simi a owever the 
political effects were different. Economically and socially, both movements gaine oe hore. 
rights/privileges. For instance, economically, they achieved a greater variety in job choices and 
higher salaries.

gender dimensions of this threat. The elimination of women’s rights is a core tenet of the radical 
movements that are destabilizing countries and forcing so many to flee as refugees. From the 
Taliban to Boko Haram, to ISIS, these groups have set their sights on destroying women's access 
to education and justice. And many governments that are sliding further and further away from 
democracy are manipulating gender and women's roles to suit their own purposes. 


Valerie Hudson and other researchers have demonstrated empirically that women's 
treatment is directly related to state security. In countries where women are treated badly, there 
is a higher propensity for violence and armed conflict. And we shouldn't be complacent about 
gender inequities in American society. In 2015, the US fell to number 28th in the world in a global 
ranking of gender equality by the World Economic Forum. The bottom line: peace, prosperily and 
security are not possible anywhere without women’s rights. 

In 2016, the gender gap could be more powerful than ever, as gender itself has become a 
lightning rod in our public discourse. The presidential campaign is a perfect storm: a shattered 
glass ceiling juxtaposed against pockets of deeply-ingrained sexism—and sometimes outright 
hostility—towards women. But the concerning rhetoric is not just a domestic political issue—it 
fils into à larger picture globally, There is a growing backlash against women around the world. 
And American female voters should be very worried about it.

World Economic Forum’s (WEF) Global Gender Gap Report 2016, P akistan ranks 143 Out of 144 
countries in the gender inequality index, way behind Bangladesh and India which rank 7j 
and 87th respectively. Pakistan is also the worst performing state in South Asia and has been for 
the last couple of years, while Sri Lanka ranks 100th, Nepal 110th, the Maldives 115th and Bhutan 
121st5 With a Human Development Index (HDI) value of 0.550, Pakistan ranks 147th out of 18g 
countries and territories, according to the 2016 human development report released by the United 
Nations Development Programme (UNDP).* However, Pakistan is performing relatively well on the 
women’s political empowerment indicator because of the gender quota in legislatures. 


HURDLES TO PARTICIPATE IN ELECTION 


Women's exclusion in the formal political processes is the result of the interplay-of multiple 
structural, institutional and functional obstacles that are present in the country. 


1. Structural Barriers 


The discursive frameworks built on the ideology of the sexual division of labour that 
defines women's role exclusively in the private arena of the home and men's role in the public 
sphere is the key structural barrier to women's participation in‘ public life. The dichotomy of 
public and private spaces delineates politics as a male prerogative. When women enter the public 
space of politics, they have to constantly confront male resistance and defend their presence 252 
legitimate right. The institution of segregation as the linehpin of women's gender role in society is 
maintained through the concept of purdah and generally restricting women’s mobility outside the 
private arena of the home. Such attitudes are sustained by lingering feudal and tribal patriarchal 
norms and practices that maintain a stranglehold‘over the bodies and sexuality of women, and 
pose a formidable challenge to women’s partieipation in politics,

Low social, economic and political investment in building women's human capital defines 
women's own self-perception and the perception of politics. Women often lack education, 
economic resources, confidence, knowledge, ambition and political skills to enter into politics. 
These personal and psychological factors undermine women's capacity to participate in 
governance structures, and together with women's familial responsibilities leave little time and 
space for them to aspire for political roles. 


Challenges for Women Voters 


Among the key issues and challenges faced by women volers are: under-registration as 
volers, and absence of computerized national identity cards (CNICs). Statistics show that fewer 
women than men are registered in voters' lists, and many do not possess the required CNICS that 
Would enable them to be registered and to cast their votes. Even if the above requirements have 
been met, women may not be allowed to cast their votes as they choose, and may have to vote as 
directed by male members of their families. 

There are instances where women, individually and collectively, are prevented from 
Sercising their right to vote by their families, tribes, clans and local and religious leaders, 
Sometimes by threats to their physical wellbeing. Candidates from contesting parties support 
these restrictions and sign agreements pledging that they will not allow their women to cast their 
votes, More recently, the Taliban too have entered the equation, and are posing serious threats to

Women's Equal Participation in Politics 
Women's equal participation in politics is their basic right. Mens HRS nearly half of the 
total population of the country. Their contribution through S riple i es of productiy, 
reproductive and community management is vital to the deve P o the economy any 
society. Their active participation in the decision-making processes, etermining how Tesource, 
are to be used and in setting national priorities will not only improve the lot of women, it will 
also deepen democracy and strengthen the process of development in the country, 
The foregoing discussion clearly indicates that women’s political participation is not Solel 
dependent on women’s own capabilities and capacities. The larger context of different power 
relationships, such as public and private patriarchy, male domination of political Parties, the 
masculine nature of the State, imperfect political processes and religious extremism, all affect the 
ability of women to participate meaningfully in politics at different levels, as voters, members of 
Political parties and as public representatives. The way forward must take into\account the 
Progress that has been made. Good initiatives must be sustained and achievements must be built 
upon and taken forward. 2

its website, and for the first time ECP has produced a useful graphic of this data, demonstrating 
greater investment in data and analysis regarding women’s electoral participation.5

However, feading a news article that describes a female candidate as caring can encourage voters 
ijascribe additional feminine qualities to her, Essentially, the hypothesis is that voters only think 
{bout stereotypical qualities when they receive feminine information about a woman candidate. 
When activated, however, voters will use gendered concepts to evaluate the leadership abilities 
of female candidates. In those specific circumstances, voters may use feminine stereotypes to 
infer that a woman candidate lacks key qualifications deemed necessary for political office. 
Electoral Reforms and Women Participation in Pakistan 

Pakistan is in urgent need of electoral reforms. Currently, there are a number of pressing 
domestic issues that are seemingly of higher priority for national and international stakeholders, 
such as the widespread devastation caused by the flood, the economic downturn, and rising 
extremism. The recent adoption of the 18^ Amendment by the Parliament, it is crucial that 
slakeholders turn their attention to reforming a weakened and flawed electoral system in order to 
support democracy and national stability.

NADRA has considerable technical 
resources to aid in database management and computerized electoral rolls. A joint 
NADRA-FAFEN committee will identify, among other issues, areas where CNIC 
coverage is very low, especially among women.

Indirect violence operates within a larger societal context; institutions, "and the 
individuals within and outside these institutions, are all engaged in the prOduttion and 
reproduction of attitudes which normalize violence against women (United Nations 1992), 
Looking at these attitudes can provide insight into the way in which these indirect forms of 
violence are created and sustained, and even more importantly, how they^contribute to and 
support direct forms of violence against women. i 


Inequalities - and the forms of violence connected to them - ar@ihtersectional. They are the 
result of an interplay between multiple power structures that produce and reproduce hierarchia 
distinctions, for example regarding race, (dis)ability, age,.Social class, and gender. This mean 
that while all women face discrimination based on gender\some women experience multiple 
forms of discrimination, of which gender is only one component. 


To date, there is no consensus on the terminology adopted, or on the relationship betwee 
direct and indirect violence. While some see it as arvintegral part of violence against women, 
is contested by others. Much work needs to“be done in this area to better understand, 
ultimately measure, structural inequalities between women and men.

Women in Pakistan live in a world structured around strict religious, family and tribal 
ùstoms that essentially force them to live in submission and overall fear. In a nation where 
sumic law dictates traditional family values and is enmeshed in the legal system, Pakistan's 
pemment, law and society discriminate against women and condone gender-based violence. 
Tough Pakistan ratified the United Nations Convention on the Elimination of Discrimination 
ipinst Women in 1996, herein referred to as the Women’s Convention, it has failed to remove 
isriminatory laws against women. It has additionally failed to create new laws and to enforce 
uisting laws that protect women from discrimination and violence. Pakistan has yet to integrate 
many of the Women's Convention's provisions into domestic law and educate the Pakistani 
mpulation of its responsibilities under international law to promote women’s rights. Due to 
these failures, women's rights in Pakistan are progressively deteriorating.

ANALYSIS OF PAKISTANI LAW AND VIOLENCE AGAINST WOMEN 


Constitution 

Gender equality is specifically guaranteed in the Constitution of Pakistan under tia 25 
(equality before law and equal protection under the law) and 27 (non-discrimination ors s 
Bender alone), "The. Constitution additionally affords the protection of marriage, fami y, V i 
Mather and the child as well as ensuring, “full participation of women in all spheres PR 
Ifo,” Though these articles specif ically prohibit gender discrimination and guarantee the d 
9f men 4nd women, discriminatory social traditions and the Pakistani interpretation of ls 
aw for the most part render Constitutional guarantees meaningless. 
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Pakistan's Hudood Ordinances were promulgated in 1979 by the military regime Of Ge 
Ziaul Haq. The most controversial of these are the two laws pertaining to sexual offences ; Nera] 
Zina and Qazf Ordinances. These laws created six distinct categories of sexual offences the 
assigned punishments for each: and 

1. zina liable to hadd; 

2. zina liable to tazir; 

3. zina-bil-jabr liable to hadd; 

4. zina-bil-jabr liable to tazir; 

5. qazíliable to hadd; and 

6. qazf liable to tazir. 

The introduction of these laws resulted in the offences of rape and adultery in the Pakist 
Penal Code (PPC) to be repealed as they were substituted by these offences. The prima 
distinction between the hadd and tazir offenses is that the hadd offences require a high 
standard of proof than is needed in tazir as the Islamic punishments are more severe, er 

For example, under the Zina Ordinance, zina was liable to a hadd penalty if the accused 

confesseu before the trial court or if there were four adult Muslim male witnesses who met ah 
Islamic test cf probity, i.e. tazkiyah-al-shuhood, who testified to being eyewitnesses. The hadd 
punish:acnt given to such an adulterer was stoning to death while the penalty for a fornicator Was 
public whipping of 100 lashes. However, if the evidence requirement for zina liable to hadd is no, 
met but ihe crime is proven beyond a reasonable doubt then the tazir punishment of imprisonment 
for up to ten years can be given. Rape, now referred to as zina-bil-jabr, was similarly made liable 
to either the hadd or the tazir penalty depending on the type of proof available. 

This law was considered intrinsically misogynistic since its application resulted in womèn 
being convicted of adultery/ fornication if they reported a case of rape, as their report was treated 
as a confession. Furthermore, in addition to other problems created by these laws, theif judicial 
application also made it easier to get away with crimes against women such as honor-killings and 
general degradation and humiliation of women in society. 

After heated parliamentary debates between the liberal parliamentariansyand the ulema a 

compromise in the shape of the Women's Protection Act, 2006 was reached. 

Overtly misogynistic problems have hence been diluted, for example, the offence of zina 
liable to tazir and qazf liable to tazir have been removed, and however, an offence of fornication 
'fornication'and false accusation of fornication’ have been included in the PPC. It is to be noted 
that the offence of fornication as included in the PPC is definéd' almost identically as the tazir 
offence of zina and is punishable by imprisonment for up to five years and a fine. 

Both offences of zina liable to hadd and fornicatior( offences have been made cognizable 
only by a court, meaning that when a complaint is made of either offence, the police may not arrest 
the accused unless directed to do so by the court. This'isto discourage one step of humiliation of 
women, The Act has also abolished the offence of Zina-bil-jabr liable to hadd, instead introducing 
the offence of ‘Rape’ in the PPC, and has introduced the offence of marital rape. 

Though this legislation does not redress~all the problems introduced by the Hudood 
Ordinances, substantial changes have been. made, which is a step in the right direction.’ 


Domestic Violence and Marriage 
Domestic violence is not explicitly prohibited in Pakistani domestic law. Due to this lack of

Male members of family and husbands continue to use the defence of "grave and sudden 
fovocation” in cases of honour killings and are thereby able to avoid punishment by death. 
Under Article 302(c) of the Pakistani Penal Code, if a member of family other than the husband, 
kills a woman he may receive a maximum sentence of twenty-five years. Additionally, many 
courts have ruled that if a man kills his wife who was found to be in a compromising situation or 
was thought to be committing adultery, the husband cannot be subjected to the death penalty 
because the victim was not "innocent." Oftentimes, women murdered in the name of honour are 
victims of mere allegations. A dead woman is not able to testify as to her innocence. 
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Furthermore, Diyat (financial compensation) is used often by family members as a payoff in 
ases of honour killings and essentially privatizes the crime. For example, if a man and woman 
are thought to be having an affair, the woman's family members view them both as dishonouring 
the family. Thus, the family considers both the man and woman as being punishable by death. 
The woman is often killed; however, the man can opt out of being killed by paying the murdered 
woman’s husband or father what her “worth” was. Often the man pays the family of the victim 
with another woman such as his sister or cousin. If the issue is resolved. through financial 
compensation, the judicial system often does not get involved. Women are viewed as property; 
lherefore mere financial compensation serves for the loss of the wife or daughter.

The Judicial System 
In addition to Pakistani laws being discriminatory, the judicial system conda, 
exacerbates the problem by falling to view violence against women as a serious yj), 3 
women's human rights. The judicial system, includmg but not limited to police E of 
prosecutors, defence attorneys, judicial medical examiners and judges, is plagued with s 
bias. This bias is reflected in the number of violent crimes against women that go unpunje us 
alone investigated. The failure of the judicial system to protect women who are vice a 
violence as well as its failure to prosecute the perpetrators of this violence has pe PS ey 
society's views that women's rights are less valuable than men’s rights. "Peta 
Gender bias within the judicial system begins with the police. Police officials Often fay 
file reports, lose reports, or even “persuade” women not to file a report through hara... x 
even abuse. [n the unlikely event that a report is even filed, the police often conduct di 
investigations or fail to even investigate the crime at all.

honour killings, has been explained by Human Rights Watch in their 1999 Teport on violence 
against women in Pakistan: 
The court explained that the Koranic verse 34 of Sura Al-Nisa establishes mem as the 
“custodians of women;" hence a man who kills another man for defiling the honor of his wife or 
daughter is protecting his property and acting in self-defense. Quoting Sura Al-Nisa, the 
judge concluded, “I am of the view that the appeliant, as the custodian of honor of his wife, had 
the right to kill the deceased while he was engaged in [a] sex act with his wife and he had not 
earned liability of qisas or tazir or even diyat, and is hereby acquitted. 


Many judges give men the benefit of the doubt and do not weigh women’s testimony 
equally, therefore specifically violating Articles 25 and 27 of the Constitution of Pakistan. Custom 
more than often prevails in the courtroom rather than justice. In cases of honour killings. judges 
often rule that the men were “suddenly and severely provoked,” often drastically reducing the 
killer’s sentence or, as we see from the abovementioned quote, acquitting him altogether of the 
murder. In the case of “bride burning," courts have acquitted many men by ruling that the 
victims’ deaths were accidents, such as due to a stove catching fire. Of the sixty “bride-burning” 
cases that made it to the prosecution stage (though 1,600 cases were actually reported), only two

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Biological Theories S 
Biological theories of criminal behaviour have existed for over a century, cycling in ang Out or 
fashion. Where family violence is concerned, two dominant explanations are observed, 
is that head injury in men can or could cause them to be violent to imd Pacha The secon 
approach, a gene-based explanation, focuses on sexual jealousy and male efforts to ensure sexua) 
propriety over their partners. Woman's abuse is seen as a “mate-retention tactic” which wij) be 
used only under the right set of circumstances, such as when a man senses his wife could attract 
and keep a better partner. Empirical evidence for these controversial ideas is not strong but most 
` theorists would acknowledge that biological factors can play a role in some cases. Frontal-lobe 
epilepsy might be an example. However, their applicability to the field of family Violence i. 
probably far more limited than their proponents would argue. Attempts to predict violence Usin 
biological variables will only be valid when a host of other non-biological factors are addeq 
indicating that the perspective is too reductionist. Treatment implications, mostly centring on 
pharmacology and other medical interventions, are limited and unlikely to be effective in 
isolation from other efforts. However, some researchers are attempting to devise a typology of 
batterers based upon physiological arousal so neurological assessments may one day be Used on 
a more routine basis. 
Psychopathological Theory 
Psychopathology, the second category of explanation for family violence, focuses as with the 
last on individual factors but with greater emphasis given to psychodynamic than Organic 
variables. Many researchers and practitioners who adopt this perspective focus on childhood and 
other experiential events that have shaped men to become batterers. In this view, family violence 
may co-exist in a constellation of other interpersonal problems and functional deficits could be 
evident in non-family settings such as the workplace. Empirical evidence in support of this view 
takes the form of surveys of populations of batterers that find high levels of certain psychiatri 
diagnoses, specifically borderline and anti-social personality disorders. In this view, violent 
reactions and patterns are longstanding and firmly entrenched and treatment must be-intensive 
and individualized. The assumption is that psycho-educational approaches will be insufficient. 
At least some time must be spent exploring the historical origins of current; behaviour by 
responding to past shame, guilt and traumas. Through experimentation, and" follow-up, the 
specific treatment techniques are now being refined. Some critics believe this approach erodes 
years of advancements in seeing male violence as a power and control technique reinforced by 
society. Others argue that these disorders among batterers are over diagnosed. Another problem 
is that treatment of personality disorders is not always associated, with high levels of success so 
risk management may be the best approach for some men. 
The Systems Approach 
In the systems approach, the family is a dynamic organization made up of interdependent 
components. The behaviour of one member and the Probability of a reoccurrence of that 
behaviour are affected by the responses and feedback of other members. Family violence 
researchers using this perspective look at the communication, relationship and problem-solving 
skills of couples where violence occurs. Because -bóth partners play some (not necessarily equal) 
role, any intervention must involve both of'thém. Research examines relationship variables in 
violent compared with non-violent couples.)Treatment takes the form of marital or family 
counselling sometimes preceded by^a period of Bender-specific groups.

The Feminist Approach - 

While there is no one feminist approach to family violence, most theoreticians in this field 
look to the power imbalances that create and perpetuate violence against women. These 
imbalances exist at a societal level in patriarchal societies where structural factors prevent equal 
participation of women in the social, economic and political systems. Societal level imbalances 
are reproduced within the family when men exercise power and control over women, one form 
of which is violence. Interventions are targeted at a broad range of factors including day-care, 
pay equity, suffrage, social resources, and law reforms. Interventions with women focus on 
empowerment and the recognition of power and control dynamics. Empirical support of this 
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view takes three forms: First, qualitative documentation of women's experiences is used to _ 


develop models such as the cycle of violence and the power and control wheel. In x s 
models have utility when applied to advocacy and clinical work with women. lind fs xd 
tultural research examines the prevalence of family violence across atus wit di as 
of patriarchy.

Each theoretical orientation has implications for intervention with men who are violento

Acrosstheworld, violence against women and girls remains one of the most serious human 
rights violattons, both a cause and consequence of gender inequality and discrimination. Its 
continued presence is one of the clearest markers of societies out of balance; the rise of voices that 
condemn it as unacceptable is a signal for hope of change, and an entry point for work to prevent it. 
fhe focus of this framework is prevention: the steps that, through concerted action, we can take to 
yackle the underlying structures that still permit early marriage, female genital mutilation, the turning 
of a blind eye to domestic violence, the impunity of rapists, the vulnerability of a teenager reading 
abusive texts in her bedroom, the discriminatory and hostile altitude of service providers, including in 
police stations or courtrooms to women’s testimony of violence experienced.

FEMINISM AND FEMINIST THEORY 


Feminism is the belief in the social, political and economic equality of the sexes. Feminis 
activism is the struggle for that equality. Feminism is the radical notion that women are People. 
In other words, feminism is a commitment to achieving the equality of the sexes. This radical 
notion is not exclusive lo women: men, while benefiting from being the dominant sex, also have a 
stake in overcoming the restrictive roles that deprive them of full humanily. 

Feminism consists of ideas and beliefs about what culture is like for women just because 
they are women, compared to what the world is like for men just because they are men. In ethical 
terms, this form or aspect of feminism is descriptive. The assumption in feminism is that women 
are not treated equally to men, and thal women are disadvantaged in comparison to men. 

Though the media has maligned 

feminism as a drive for selfish fulfilment by 
female professionals, those who stand to gain 
the mast are actually those who have the least. 
The demand far full equality for all women is 
profoundly radicalizing when it addresses the 
additional layers of discrimination women 
experience because of class, race, sexuality, 
disability, and age, and also the heightened 
impact on women and children of war, 
poverty and environmental degradation. 
Multi-issue feminism quickly develops into a 
critique of the whole social system.

Feminism as Historical Entity and Process 


Feminism is influenced by, sometimes even determined by, its enemies. In some parts ol 
Africa, feminism means a fight against female genital mutilation; in the middle ages it would 
have meant a fight for witches right to live; in the Western, world a hundred years ago, it meant 
a fight for women's right to hold property, to divorce, to vote, to be recognized as adult legal 
subiects. And in the Western world today, it means a fight against tacit and institutionalized 
collectivist and misogynist beliefs derived from gender roles and other sex-based prejudices. 

The common thread running through these different periods and places is captured by the 
defirution above. It involves a theory about and a commitment to men and women being equals, 
in al! spheres of life. Equals in standing, possibility, freedo:n and range of choice.

New Age Feminism 


New Age feminism has emerged in the 21st century as both a continuation of and response 
to Second and Third Wave feminism. It challenges "traditional definitions of femininity and 
embraces a change in times, incorporating elements of ethnicity, girl power, ipdwidushst 
feminism, sex-positivity and postmodernism.” In New Age feminism, a woman (or man) 
embraces the qualities in him or herself that have culturally been defined as "feminine" without 
shame, while still fighting against the discrimination women (and "feminine" men) still face in the 
workplace and other facets of 21st century society. This movement comes in response to a culture 
that "simultaneously claims to embrace the equality of men and women and at the same time 
seriously devalues femininity". 

Unlike Second and Third Wave feminists, a New Age feminist does not demand women be 
treated the same way as a man, but rather that the differences between men and women be 
recognized, understood, and accommodated even while those differences are treated with equity. 

For this reason, she does not deny her female biology (whether physical, hormonal, or 
psychological), and demands it be accommodated for while still not allowing it to justly 
oppression. She supports scientific studies into the biologically influenced differences between 
those with male and female bodies and accepts that traits culturally defined as “feminine hke 
being moody, emotionally articulate, gentle, or quiet, are "rooted in biology, not intended to 
mesh with any kind of pro- or anti-feminist ideology."

Career and Family 


New Age feminists are not afraid to have children or to get married should they choose to 
nor do they feel shame for choosing not to. A New Age feminist knows there is great joy in bath : 
career and à family, and feels entitled to both. This feminist is not looking for special treatment 
or even purely equal treatment. She is looking for equitable treatment, respect in the workplace, 
and equal opportunity. She champions the rights of working women to become pregnant, take 
maternity leave, and nurse in public, while still getting paid as much as her male counterparts 
Meanwhile, she lends her support to slut walks, sex workers, belly and poll dancers, free the 
Nipple campaigns, as well as anti-harassment and anti-victim blaming movements. She 

denounces sexual exploitation, but also believes in a woman's (or anyone's) right to explore ang 
be empowered by their own "feminine" sexuality. 

Most feminists do not hate men and many New Age feminists may have at some point in 
their lives identified as men, or are in love with or have close relationships with men, Nor do 


they reject certain male practices like chivalry and sexual dominance as long as they are 
performed consensually.

Basic Feminist Ideas 


Both females and males who identify themselves as feminists disagree on many things. 
That being said, most feminists agree on four basic principles: 

e Working to increase equality: Feminist thought links ideas to action, insisting we 

should push for change toward gender equality and not just talk about it. 

Expanding human choice: Feminists believe that both men and women should have 
the freedom to develop their human interests and talents, even if those interests and 
talents conflict with the status quo. For example, if a woman wants to be a mechanic, 
she should have the right and opportunity to do so. 


Ellininating gender stratification: Feminists oppose laws and cultural norms thal limit 
income, educational and job opportunities for women. 


Ending sexual violence and promoting sexual freedom: Feminists feel that women 
should have control over their sexuality and reproduction. 


FEMINIST THEORY 


Feminist theory is one of the major contemporary sociological theories, which analyses tne 
status of women and men in society with the purpose of using that knowledge to better women's 
lives. Feminist theorists also question the differences between women, including how race, class, 
ethnicity, sexuality, nationality, and age intersect with gender. Contemporary sociologist Patricia 
Hill Coilins is known throughout the field for developing, deploying, and popularizing the 
concept of intersectionality in her theory and research. 


Feminist theory is most concerned with giving a voice to women and highlighting the 
Various ways women have contributed to society.

Gender-inequality theories recognize that women’s location in, and experience of, social 
situations are not only different but also unequal to men’s. Liberal feminists argue that women 
have the same capacity as men for moral reasoning and agency, but that patriarchy, particularly 
the sexist patterning of the division of labour, has historically denied women the opportunity to 
express and practice this reasoning. Women have been isolated to the private sphere ot the 
household and, thus, left without a voice in the public sphere. Even after wornen enter the public 
sphere, they are still expected to manage the private sphere and take care of household duties 
and child rearing. Liberal feminists point out that marriage is a site of gender inequality and that 
women do not benefit from being married as men do. Indeed, married women have higher levels 
of stress than unmarried women and married men. According to liberal feminists, the sexual 


division of labour in both the public and private spheres needs to be altered in order for women 
to achieve equality. 


3. Gender Oppression 


Theories of gender oppression go further than theories of gender difference and gender 
inequality by arguing that not only are women different from or unequal to men, but that they 
are actively oppressed, subordinated, and even abused by men. Power is the key variable in the 
two main theories of gender oppression: psychoanalytic feminism and radical femunism. 
Psychoanalytic feminists attempt to explain power relations between men and women by 
reformulating Freud's theories of the subconscious and unconscious, human emotions, aret 
childhood development. They feel that conscious calculation cannot fully explain the production 
and reproduction of patriarchy. Radical feminists argue that being a woman is a positive thing » 
and of itself, but that this is not acknowledged in palriarchal societies where women E 
oppressed. They identify physical violence as being at the base of patriarchy, but a oe 
patriarchy can be defeated if women recognize their own value and strengt #8 gabe 
sisterhood of trust with other women, coníront oppression critically, and form female sep.
